10 tatters, his hands bound behind him, 
roaring and tearing after a'moſt hide- 
ous manner. Bleſs me, quoth I, (crof- 
ſing my ſelf) what ſpectacle have we 
here - This (faid the good Father who 
was to dothe Feat) is a man that's poſ- 
ſe(t with an Evil ſpirit.

and therefore vou ſhould do well to 
have a care what you ſay, for it is moſt 
evident, both by the Queſtion and An- 
ſwer, that you are but a Company of 
Sots. You are to underſtand that we 
Devils never enter into the body of a 
Catchpole, but by force, and in ſpight of 
our hearts; and therefore to ſpeak pro- 
perly, you are to ſay, this 1s a Devil 
Catchpo'd, and not a Catchpole bedevil'd. 
And,

And, to give you your Due, you men 
can deal better with xs Devils, than with 
the Catchpoles, for we flye from the Croſs, 
whereas They make uſe of it, for a Cloak 
for their villany. 

But though we differ thus 10 our Hy-

Inthe world, quoth the Devil, but a con- 
tclt betwixt him and me, which was the 

greater Devil of the two.

eſpecially being by this time a little 
familiarizd with the Devil. Upon

ful, conſidering the honour of your en- 
tertainment now in Hell, Iaſk't him then 
what ſtore of Poets they had whole 
ſwarms, ſays the Devil; ſo many, that

room for them : Nor is there any thin 
in Nature ſo pleaſant as a Poet in the firſt 
Yearof his probation; hecomes ye la- 
den forſooth, with Letters of Recom- 
111dation to our Superiours, and en» 
quires very gravely for Charon, Cerberxs, 
Rhadamanthus, Facus, Minos. 

Well, faid I, but what's their puniſh- 
ment (tor I began now to make the 
Poets cale my own) Their puniſhments, 
guoth the Devil, are many, and ſuited 
to the Trade they drive. Some are 
condemn'd to hear other mens works : 
(and this is the plague of the Fidlers 
too) We have others that are 1n for a 
thouſand year, and yet (till poring up- 
on ſome old Stanza's they have made of 
Jealoufies Some again are beating their 
fore-heads with the palms of their 
hands, and even boriog their very Noſes 
with hot Irons, io rage that they can- 
not cometo a reſolution, whether they 
ſhall ſay Face or Viſage ; whether they 
ſhall write Jay! or Gaol; whether Co- 
ny or Cunny, becauſe it comes from Cu- 
wiculus , a Rabbet, Others are biting 
their Nails to the quick , and at their 
Wits end for a Rime to Chimney , and 
B 4 dozing 
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dozing up and down in a brown ſtudy, 
till they drop into ſome hole at laſt, and 
give us trouble enough to get them out 
again. But they that ſuffer the moſt, 
and fare the worlt, are your Comick 
Pocts, for whoring fo many Queens and 
Princelſes upon the ſtage, and coupling 
Ladies of Honour with Lacquies, and 
Noublemen with common Strumpets, in 
the winding up of their Plays; and for 
giving the Baſtonado to Alexander and 
Julius Ceſar intheir Interludes and Far- 
ces. Now beit known to you, that we 
dy not lodge thetfe with other Poets, but 
with Petty-For:gers and Atrournies , as 
cemmon Devlers in the myſtery of 
Shiiting, Shuttling, Forging, and Cheat- 
ing - And now for the diſcipline of, Hell, 
you are to underltand we have jncom- 
parable Harvingers and Quarter- Ma- 
firs 5 inforrnch that let them come 1n 
whole Caravans. as it happen'd t'other 
day, every man is \n bis quarter betore 
you can ſay what's this, 

There cauic to us ſeveral, Trades- 
men z tae firſt of them a Poor Rogue 
that wade prof:flion of drawing "he 
long Bow ; and him we are about to 

put 
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put among the Armorers, but one of 
the company moved and carried it, that 
ſince he was ſo good at Draughts, he 
might be ſent to the Clerks and Scriv- 
mers; a fortof people that will fit you 
with dravghts, good and bad, of all ſorts 
and ſizes, and to all purpoſes, Ano- 
ther called himſelf a Cxtter, we alk'd 
him whether in Wood or Stone? Nei- 
ther ſaid he , but in Cloth and Stuffe : 
(Anglice a Taylor ) and him we turn'd 
over to thoſe that were in for Detra- 
ion and Calumny , and for cutting 
large Thongs out of other mens Lea- 
ther. There was a Blind fellow would 
fain have been among the Poets, but 
(for likeneſs ſake) we quartered him 
among the Lovers, After him, came a 
Sexton, or (as he ſtyVd himſelf) a B«- 
rizr of the Dead; and then a Cook that 
was troubled in Conſcience for putting 
off Cats for Hares: Theſe were d1- 
ſpatch'd away to the Paſtry-men, A 
matter of half a duzen Crack brain'd 
Fools we diſpoſed of among the 4ſtrolo- 
gers and Alchymiits, In the number, 
there was one notorious Murtherer, and 
him we pack'd away to the Gentlemen

of the Faculty, the Phyſecians, The 
Broken Merchants we kennel'd with Ju- | 
das tor making ill bargains. Corrupt Mi- 
wiſters and Magiſtrates , with the Thizf 
on the left hand. The Embroylers of 
Affairs, and the| Water-bearers take up 
with the Vintners; and the Brokers with 
the Jews. Upon the whole matter, the 
policy of Hell is admirable, where eve- 
ry man has his place according to his 

condition. 1 
As I remember ( faid I ) you were 
ſpeaking een now concerning Lovers. | 
Pray tell me, have you many of them 
in your Dominions I aſk, becauſe I ' 
am my ſelf a little ſubjeft to the itch of 
Love, as well as Poetry. Love (ſays the 
Devil) is like a great ſpot of Oyl, that 
diffuſes it ſelf every where, and conſe- 
quently Hell cannot but be ſufficiently 
{tockt with that fort of Vermine. But 
let me tell you now, we have ſeyeral 
forts of Lovers ; ſome dote upon them- 
felves;, others upon their Pelf ; theſe 
upon their own Diſcourſes 3 thoſe upon 
their own AdJions; and once 1n an Age 
perchance, comes a fellow that dotes 
uj 02 his own Wife; but this 1s very 
rare, 
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rare,for the Jades commonly bring their 
Huſbands to repentance, and then the 
Devil may throw his Cap at them. But 
above all, for ſport (if there can be any 
in Hell) commend me to thoſe Gawdy 
Monſiexrs,who by the variety of Colours 
and Ribbands they wear ( Favors as 
they call them) one would ſwear, were 
only dreſs'd up for a Sample, or kind of 
Inventory of all the Gew-Gaws that are 
tobe had for love or money at the Mere 
cers. Others you ſhall have fo over- 
charged with Perruque, that you'l hard- 
ly know the Head of a Cavalier, from . 
the ordinary Block of a Tire-Woman : 
And ſome again you'd take for Carriers, 
by their pacquets and bundles of Love- 
Letters; which being made combuſti- 
ble by the fire and flame they treat of, 
weare ſo thrifty, as to employ upon the 
ſindging of their own Tails, tor the 
ſaving of better Fuel. But, oh! the 
pleaſant poſtures of the Maiden-Lover, 
when he is upon the practice of the 
Gentle-Leere, and embracing the Air 
for his Miſtreſs / Others we have that 
are condemn'd for Feeling, and yet ne- 
ver come to the Toxch; Theſe paſs for 

a kind 
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a kind of Buffon Pretenders; ever upon 
the Vigil, but never arrive at the Feſt;- 
val. Some again have Juſt themſelves 
with Judas for a Kiſs. 

One ſtory lower 15 the abode of con- 
tented Cuckolds, a naſty poiſunous 
place, and (trewed all! over with the 
Horns of Rams and Bulls, &c. Now 
theſe are ſo well read in Woman , and 
know their deſtiny fo well betore hand, 
that they never fo much as trouble their 
heads for the matter. Ye come next to 
the Admirers of old Worzen ;, and theſe 
are wretches of (o depraved an Appe- 
tite, thatif they were not kept tyed up, 
and in Chains, they'd horle the very 
Devils themſelves, and put Barrabas 
to his Trumps to defend his Buttocks - 
For the trath is, whatever you may 
think of a Devil, he paſlcs with theme 
foravery Adonis or Narciſus. 

So much tor your Curioſity 3 a word 
now for your [n{truction. If you would 
make an interc(t in Hell, you mult give 
over that Roguy way ye have got of 
abuling the Devils 1n your Shews, Pi- 
Ctures, and Emblems : One while for- 
ſooth we are painted with Claws, or T1- 
lons, 
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lons, like Eagles, or Griffons. Another 
while we are dreſt up with Tails, like 
ſo many Hackney-Jades with their Fly- 
flaps : And now and then yeſhall ſee a 
Devil with a Coxcomb, Now | will not 
deny, but ſome of us may indeed be ve- 
ry well taken for Hermites, and Philoſo- 
phers. If youcan help us in this point, 
do; and we ſhall be ready to do ye 
one good Turn for another. | was aſking 
Michael Angelo here a while ago, why he 
drew the Devils in his Great Piece of 
the Laſt Judgment, with ſo many Monkey 
Faces, and Jack-Puddirg Poſtares. His 
anſwer was, That he follow'd his Fancy, 
without any Malice in the World, for 
as then, he had never ſeen any Devils ; 
nor (indeed) did he believe that there 
were any 3 but he has now learn'd the 
contrary to his colt. There's another 
thing too we takeextreamly 11] , which 
is, that in your ordinary diſcourſes, ye 
are out with your Purſe preſently to 
every Raical, and calling of him Dev!. 
As tor Example. Do you fee how this 
Devil of a Taylor has ſpoil'd my Suit ? 
how the Devil has made me wait ? how 
this Dzvil has couzen'd me, ©, which 
is 
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is very 11] done, and no ſmall difparage- 
ment to our Quality, to be rank'd with 
Taylors: A company of Slaves, that 
ſerve us in Hell only for Bruſh-wood | 
and they are fain to beg hard tobe ad- 
mitted at all : though I confeſs they | 
have poſſeſſzon on their fides, and C#-+ | 
om, Which is another Law, Being in | 
poſſeſſuon of Thetr, and ſtolnr Goods; they 
make much more Conſcience of keep- | 
ing your Stxffs, than your Holy-Days, ' 
grumbling and domineering at every | 
turn, if they have not the ſamereſpect 
with the Children of the Family. Ye 
have another trick roo, of giving every | 
thing to the Devil, that difpleaſes ye, | 
which we cannot but take very un- ' 
kindly. The Devil take thee, ſays one : 
A goodly preſent I warrant ye; but the 
Devil has ſomewhat elſe to do, than to 
take and carry away all that's given himz 
if they'l come of themſelves, let them 
come and welcome. Another gives 
that whelp of a Laquey to the Devil 3 
but the Devil will none of your Lagueys, 
he thanks ye for your love; a pack of 
Rogues that are commonly worſe than 
Devils, and to fay the truth, they are 
good 
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good neither roſt nor ſodden. I give 
that 1talian to the Devil, cryes athird; 
thank you for nothing + For ye ſhall 
have an Italian will chouſe the Devil 
himſelf, and take him by the Noſe like 
Muſtard, Some again will be giving a 
Spaniard to the Devil ; but he has been 
ſo cruel wherever he has got footing, 
that we had rather have his Room than 
his Company , and make a Preſent to 
the Grand-Sienior of his Nutmegs. 

Here the Devil ſtopt, and in the 
fame inſtant ,* there hapning a ſlight 
ſcuffle, betwixt a couple of conceited 
Coxcombs, which ſhould go foremoſt : 
I turn'd to ſee the matter, and caſt my 
Eye upon a certain 'Tax-gatherer , that

14. and I was 
carried on from one Mediration to 
another, ii] at length, I t-11 ta{t atlep 
over my Book, which I alcribed rather 
roa tavuurable providence, thanto my 
natural dilpotition., So fſuon as my 
Soul felt her (e'f at Liberty, ſhe pave 
me 
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me the entertainment of this following 
Comedy, my Fanſie ſupplying both the 
$t:zge and the Company. 

In the firſt Scene, enter d a Troop of 
Phyſecians, upon their Mules, with deep 
Foot- cloths ; marching in no very good 
Ocder, ſometime faſt, ſometime flow, 
and to ſay the Truth, molt commonly 
in a huddle. They were all wrinkled

Divers of them I oblerv'd, 
had huge Gol.l Kings upon their Fing- 
ers, and ſct wi:h Stones of {o large a 
lize, that they could hardly feel a Pa- 
ticnts Pujile, without minding lim of

After theſe, follow'd a long Train of 
Mountebank- Apothecaries , laden with 
Peſtles, and Mortars , Suppoſetories, Sp4- 
twlas, Gliſter-Pipes and Siringes, ready 
charg'd, and as mortal as Gun-ſhot, and 
ſeveral Titled Boxes with Kemedies with- 
out, and Poyſous within : Ye may ob-+ 
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ſerve that when a Paticnt comes to die. | 
the Apothecaries Mortar rings the Paſ- | 


fing-Bell, as the Priclts Requiem finiſhes 
the bulineſs, An Apothecaries Shop 1s 
(in effe&) no other than the Phyſtcians 
Armory, that ſupplies him with Wea- 
ponsz and ( to fay the truth ) the 1n- 
ftruments of the Apothecary and the 
Souldier are much of a quality « What 
are their Boxes but Petards £ their Sy- 
ringes, Piftols 3 and their P:lls, but Bul- 
lets? And after al}, conlidering their 
Pur- 
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Purgative Medicines, we may properly 
enough call their Shops Purgatory; and 
why not their Perſons Hells their Pa- 
tients the Damn'd? and their Maſters 
the Devils £ Theſe Apothecaries were 
in Jacquets, wrought all over with Rs, 
ſtruck through like wounded hearts, 
and in the form of the firſt Charatter 
of their Preſcriptions ; which (as they 
tell us) ſignifies Kecipe (Take Thon) but 
we find it to (tand for Recipio (I Take.) 
Next to this Figure, they write Ana, 
Ana, which is as much asto ſay Ar Aſs, 
An Aſs; and after this march the Ounces 
and the Scrupiesz, an incomparable Cor- 
dialto a dying man; the former to di- 
ſpatch the Body, and the latter, to pur 
the Soul into the High-way to the De- 
vil, Toh:ar them call over their 83me- 
ples, would make you ſwear,they were 
raiſing ſo many Devils, There's your 
Opopanax, Bnphthalmus, Aſt aphylinos, A+ 
leForolophos, Ophioſcorodon, Anemoſybo- 
rus, &&c. 

And by all this formidable Bombaſt, 
is meant nothing in the world buta few 
paltry Roots, as Carrots, Turneps ,

any pain in Nature, thick ye, have the 
confidence to look the Phy l1:1an in the 
Face, that cuincs arm'd with a Drug 
made of Man's Greaſe? though dil-

ry Oracles : from whoſe hands the De- 
vil himſelf, if he were fick, would not 
receive ſo much as a Gliſter. Oh / 
theſe curſed and lawleſs Arbitrators 
and Diſpoſers of our lives / that with- 
out either Conſcience or Religion, di- 
vide our Souls and Bodies, . by their 
damn'd poyſonous Potions, Scarifica» 
tions, Inciſlons, Exceſſive Bleedings,&c.

I heard the Bruſhing of Grytars, and 
the Ratling of Citiervs, Raking over 
certain Paſſacailles and Sarabands, 
Theſe area Kennel of Barbers thought 
I, or I'll be haug'd; and any man that 
had ever ſeen a Burber's Shop, might 
have told you as much withuut a Conyu- 
rer, both by the Muſick and by the very 
lo({truments, which are as proper a part 
of a Barbers Furniture, as his ' Comb- 
Caſes and Vajl)-balls, It was to me a 
pleaſant entertainment, io {re them 


lather- | 
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lathering of Aſſes heads, ofall forts and 
ſizes, and their Cuſtomers all the while 
winking and ſputtering over their Ba» 
ſons. 

Preſently after theſe, appear'd a 
Conſort of loud and tedious Talkers, that 
tired and deafen'd the Company with 
their ſhrill, and reſtleſs Gagele : but as 
one told-me, theſe were of tfeveral forts.

I began then to take into thought, 
what might be the meaning of this 0glio 
of People of ſeveral Conditions and Hu- 
mours met together 3 but I was quickly 
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diverted from that Conſideration, by 
the Apparition of a Creature which 
lookt as if 'twere of the Feminine Gen- 
der. [t was a perſon, of a thin and 
ſlender make 5 laden with Crowns,

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So np I got, without 2 word more and 
follow'd herz tm ſuch a Ferrour and 
Amazement, that 1 was but 1h an ill 
Condition to take 4 ftrit account of 
my Paſſage; yet I remember, that up- 
on thewway, I told her 5 Madam, under 
Correction, you are no more like the 
Deaths that I have ſecn, than am Apple's 
like an Oyſter. Our Death is pittur'd 
with a Sr3th in her hand 3 and a Carkaſs 
of bones, as clan, as if the Crows had 
pick'd it: Yes, yes (ſaid ſhe) turning 
ſhort upon me, Þ know that very well 3 
but in the mcan tine your Deligners, 
and Painters, are but a Company of 
Buzzards. The Bones you talk of , are 
the Dead, or otherwile the miſerable 
Remainders of the Living; but let we

But Madam, under favour , what 
may all theſe people be that keep your 
Ladiſhip Company 2 and ſince you are 
Death (as you ſay ) how comes it, that 
the Bablers, and Make: bates, are neerer 
your Perſon, and more in your Good 
Graces than the Phyſicians * Why 
(ſays ſhe) there are more people Talk'd 
ro Death and diſpatcht by Bablers, than 
by all the Peſtilential Diſeaſes in the 
World. Andthen your Make-bates, and 
Medlers kill more than your Phyſicians, 
though (to give the Gentlemen of the 
Faculty their due) they labour night 
and day for the enlargement of our Em- 
pire. For you mult underſtand, that 
though diifemper'd humours make a man 
ck, 'tis the Phyſtcian Kills him 5 and 
louks 
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looks to be well paid for't too - (and.*tis 
fit that every man ſhould live by his 
Trade) ſo that when a man is askt, 
what (ſuch or ſuch a one dy'd of; He is 
not preſently to make anſwer , that he 
dy'd of a Fever, Pleuriſie, the Plague, 
Purples, or the like; but that He dyed

And your ordinary 
Trades-men, as Vintners, Taylors, Maſons 
and the like , muſt be all dreſt up for- 
ſooth in the Right Worſbipful : whereas 
your Phyſician does not ſo much Court 
Honour of Appellation ( though if it 
ſhould rain Digoities, he might be per- 
ſwaded happily to venture the wet- 
tiog) but ſits down contented with 
the Honour of diſpoſing of your Lives 


and moneys, without troubling him- 
ſclt 
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ſelf about any other ſort of Reputa- 
tion. 

The entertainment of theſe LeQures, 
and diſcourſes made the way ſeem ſhort 
and pleaſant, and we were juſt now en- 
tring into a Place, betwixt Light and 
Dark ; and of Horrour enough.it Death 
and I had not by this time been very 
well acquainted. Upon one fide of the 
Paſlage, I ſaw three moving Fienres ; 
 Arm'd, and of Humane ſhape 5 and fo 
alike, that I could not ſay which was 
which, Juſt Oppoſite, onthe other ſide, 
a Hideous Monſter, and theſe Three to 
One, and One to Three, in a Fierce, and 
Obſtinate Combate, Here Death made 
a ſtop, and facing about, askt me, if [ 
knew theſe People. Alas / No (quoth 
F) Heaven be prais'd, I do nor, and I 
ſhall put it in my Litany that I never 
may. Now to fee thy Ignorance, cry'd 
Deaths Theſe are thy old Acquain- 
tance, and thou haſt hardly kept any 
other Company ſince thou wert born. 
Thoſe three are, the World, the Fleſh, and 
the Devzl; the Capital Enemies of thy 
Soul : and they are fo like one ano- 
ther, as well in Quality, as A Fan 

that 
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that Effeftually, wiioever has One, has 
All. The Proud, and Ambitious man 
thinks he has got the World, but it 
provesthe Devil. The Lecher, and the 
Fpicure, perſwade themſelves thar they 
have gotten the Fleſh, and. that's the 
Devil too; and in fine, thus it fares 
with all other kinds of Extravagants. 
But what's He there, ſaid I, that ap- 
pears in ſo many ſeveral ſhapes ? and 
fights againſt the other three? That 
(quoth Death) is the Devil of Money, 
who maintains that He himſclt Alone is 
Equivalent to them Three, and that 
wherever He comes, there's no need 
of Thew. Againſt the World, He argues 
from their own Confeſtion , and Expes 


. rience : for it paſles for an Oracle ; that 


There's no World but Money; he that's 
out of Money, 's out of the World. Takg 
away a man's Money , and take away his 
Life, Money anſwers All things. Againſt 
theſecond Enemy , he pleads that Money 
1sthe Fleſh too: witneſs the Gries ard 
the Ganimedes it procures , ain maia- 
tains. Andagain(t the Third, tic uryes 
that there's nothing to be done with- | 
"Out. this Devil of Money, Love dc 
i % much 
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much, but Money does All : And money 
will make the Pot boyl, thongh the Devil 
piſs inthe Fire. So that for ought ſee 
(quoth I) the Devil of Money has the bet- 
ter end of the Staff. 

After this, advancing a little further, 
I ſaw on one hand, Judement ; and Hell 
on the other (for ſo Death called them) 
Upon the fight of Hell, making a ſtop, 
to take a ſtricter Survey of it, Death aske 
me, what it was I lookt at ? I told her, 
it was Hell; and I was the more intent 
upon it, becauſe I thought I had ſeen it 
ſomewhereelſe before. She queſtion'd 


me, where? [ told her, that I had ſeen | 
it in the Corruptios and Avarice of | 
Wicked Magiſtrates; in the Pride and | 
Hanghtineſs of Grandees ; in the Appetites | 
of the YVoluptuons z in the lewd Deſigns | 


of Ruine and Revenge ; in the Souls of 
Oppreſſonrs ;, and in the Parity of divers 
Princes, But he that would ſee it whole, 
and Entire, in one ſubje&t, mult go to 
the Hypocrite, who #* « kind of a Religi- 
ous Broker, and puts ont at five and forty 
per Cent. the very Sacraments, and ten 

Commandments. 
I am very glad too (ſaid I) that I 
have 
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have ſeen Judgment as I find it here, in 
it's Purity z for that which we call 
Judgment in the World,is a meer Mock- 
ery : If it were like This, men would 
live otherwiſe than they do. To con- 
clude; if it be expected that owr Judges 
ſhould govern Themſelves and Us by 
This Judgment , the World's in an ill 
Caſe 3 for there's but little of 't there. 
And to deal plainly , as matters are, I 
have no great maw to go home again : 
for 'tis better being with the Dead, 
where there's Jxſtice, than with the Li- 
ving, Where there's Noxe. 

Our next ſtep was intoa fair and ſpa- 
cious Plain , encompalſs'd with a huge 
Wall,where he that's once in,muſt never 
look to come out again, Stop here 
(quoth Death) for weare now come to 
my Judgement-Seat, and here it is that 
I give Audience, The Walls were hung 
with Sighs and Grones, Ill-News, Fears, 
Doubts, and Surprizes. Tears did not 
there avail, either the Lover or the Beg- 
gar; but Grief and Care were without 
both Meaſure and Comfort ; and (erv'd 
as Vermine, to gnaw the Hearts of Ex- 
perours and Princes, feeding upon the 

In{o- 
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Inſolent, and Ambitious, as their pro- 
per Nouriſhment. 1 ſaw Envy there 
dreſtup ina Widow's Vail, and the very 
Pifture of the Governant of one of 
your Noblemen s Houſes. She kept a 
Continual Fas as to the Shambles, Prey- 
ing only upon ber ſelf; and could not 
but be a very ſlender Gentlewoman, up- 
on ſo ſpare a Diet. Nothing came a- 
mils to her Teeth (Good or Bad) which 
made the whole Sct of them Te{ow and 
Rotten, and the realon was, that though 
ſhe bit, and ſet her ark upon the Good, 
and the Sound, ſhe could never ſwallow 
it, Under her, fate Diſcord ; the Legi- 
timate lflue of her own Bowels. She 
had formerly convers'd much with 
enarried peeple, but tinding no need of 
her there, away the went to College; 
and Corporations, Wwhege it ſeems they 
had more already than tney knew what 
todo withal : and then the betook her 
ſelf to Courts and Palaces, and Ojiicia- 
red there, as the Devils Lieutenant, 
Next to Her, was Ineratitude, and the 
out of « certain Paſte made up of Pride 
and Malice, was moulding ot New De- 
vils, I wasextreme glad ofthis Diſco- 

very,

me, what a Devil could | expe elle, in 
a pl:ce where there were ſo many 
Mitch makers, Atturneys, and Common= 
Barrejiers, wo are a Pack of the moſt 
Accuricd Wretches in Nature © Is there 
any thing moce Common in the world, 
than the Exclamations of H«sbands and 
Wiv:s> Ol! that Damn'd Devil of 2 
Pander : A he«vy Carſje upon that Bitch 
of « Bawd that ever brought us together. 
The Pillory and ten thouſand Gibbets to 
boot, #ake that Pick-pocket Atturney, that 
adviſed me to this Law ſuit ; bas ruin'd 
me for ever. Butjriye (laid I) what 
do all theſe Afatch- makers and Atturneys 
here together ? Do they come for Ax- 
dience £ Death was here a little quick 
upon me, and called me Fool for fo lm- 
pertinent a Queſtion. If there were

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no Match-makers (aid ſhe ) we ſhoull 
not have the Tenth part of theſe $ke 
letons, and Deſperado's. Ammot I her: 
the fifth Hutband of a Woman yet living 
in the World, that hopes to ſend twice « 
many more after me, and drink Mandlin 
at the fifteenth Funeral? you ſay wel 
(ſaid 1) as to the buſineſs of March-ma 
keos ; but why ſo many Petty Fogger: 
I pray'e? Nay then I perceive (quoth 
Death ) now you have a mind to ſeize 
me; for that Raſcally ſort of Cater- 
pillers have been my undoing. Had 
not a man better dye by the Common 
Hangman, than by the hand of an At-! 
torney? tobe killed by Falſeties, Duirks, 
Cavils, Delays, Exceptions, Cheats, Cir-| 
eumventions : Yes, yes, And it muſt 
not be deny'd, that theſe Makers of 
Matches , and "Splitters of Canſes, are 
the Principal ſupport of this Imperial 
Throne, 

At theſe words, Irai>'d my Eyes,and | 
ſaw Death ſeated in her Chair of ſtate, 
with abundance of little Deaths crowd- 
ing about her; As the Death of Love, | 
of Cold, Hunger, Fear, and Laughter ; | 
All, with their ſeveral Enſigns and |

Are not ſhooing- horns, 
and Knife-handles as cheap now as 
ever © Why muſt walk the ſtage then 
more than my Neighbours * Beyond 
queſtion there never liv'd a more peace- 
able Wretch upon the face of the Earth, 
all things confider'd, than my ſelf. Ne- 
ver was man freer from Jealouſee,or more 
careful to ſtep aſide at the time of Vi- 
fit : for I was ever againſt the ſpoiling 
of ſport, when I could make None my 
ſelf.

Omer makes Jupiter the Author, 
or Ialpicer of Dreams; elſper 
cially the Dreams of Princes 

and Governours 3 and if the matter of 
them be pious and important. And 
it 1s likewiſe the Judgment of the 
Learned Propertins, that Good Dreams 
come from above, have their weight , and 
ought not to be ſlighted. And truly Iam 
muci of his n-ind, in the Caſe of a 
Dream | had the other Night. As 1 
was reading a Diſcourſe touching the 
End of theWorld, 1 fell afleep over the 
Book, and Dreamt of The La$t Jude- 
ment. (\ thing which in the Houſe of a 
Poet is ſcarce admitted ſo much as in a 
Dream. ) This Phanſie minded me of 
a Pailage in Claudian ; That all Creatures 
dream 
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drearn at Night ry they bave heard 
and ſeen in the Day : as the Hound dreams 

Hunting the Hare. 

Methought I ſaw a very handſome 
Youth towriog in the Air, and ſound- 
ingof a Trumpet z but the forcing of 
his Breath did indeed take off much of 
his Beauty. The very Matbles, I per- 
ceived, and the Dead obey'd his Call ; 
for in the ſame moment the Earth be- 
ganto open, and ſet the Bones at Liber- 
ty, to ſeek their Fellows. The firſt 
that appear'd, were Sword-menz As 
Generals of Armies , Captains, Liente- 
nants, Common-Souldiers ; who ſappos« 
fing that it had ſounded a Charge, 
came out of their Graves, with the 
ſame Brifkneſs and Reſolution, as if 
they had been going toan Aſſault or a 
Combat. The Aſiſers put their Heads 
out, all Pale and Trembling , for fear 
of a Plunder, The Cavaliers and Good 
Fellows believed they had been going to 
2 Horſe-Race, or a Hunting-match, And 
19 fine, though they all heard the Trum- 
pet, there was pot any Creature knew 
the meaning of it (for I could read 
their Thoughts by their Looks and Ge- 

ſtures.) 
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ſtores.) After This, there appear'd a 


great many Soxlsz whereof ſome came 
up to their Bodies, though with much 
Difficulty and Horrour : Others ſtood 
wondring at a Diſtance, not daring to 
come near ſo hideous and frightful a 
SpeCtacle, This wanted an Arm, That 
an Eye, T'other a Head. Upon the 
whole, though I could not but ſmile at 
the Proſpect of ſo ſtrange a variety of 
Figures; yet was it not without juſt 
matter of Admiration at the All-pow- 
erful Providence, to ſee Order drawn 
out of Confuſcon, and every part re- 
ſtor'd to the right Owner. I Dreamt 
my felt then in a Church-Yard; and 
there, methought , divers that were 
loth to appear, were changing of Heads; 
and an Attorney would have Demurd 
upon Pretence that He had got a Soul 
was none of his Own, and that his Body 
and Soul werenot fellows. 

At length, when the whole Congre- 
gation came to underſtand that This 
was the Day of Judement, it was worth 
the while, to oblerve what ſhifting and 
ſhuffling there was among the Wicked. 
The Epicure and IWhoremaſter would 
not 
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aot own his Fyes, nor the Slanderer his 
Tongue, becauſe they'd be ſure to a 

pear in Evidence agaioſt ' them. '' The 
Pick: Pockets ran away as hard as they 
could drive from their own Fingers. 
There was one that had been Embalm'd 
in Fgypt , and ſtaying for his Tripes, an 
Old Utſurer aſkt him, if the Bags were 
to riſe with the bodzes 5 I could have 
laught at this Queſtion, but I was 'pre- 
ſently taken np with a Crowd of Cut- 
purſes, running full ſpeed from their 
own Ears(that were offer'd them again) 
for fear of the ſad Stories they expeted 
tohear, I ſaw all this from a Come: 
nient Standing z and in the Inſtant, 
There was an Outcry at my Feet, With- 
draw, Withdraw, The word was no 
ſooner given, but down I came, and 
immediately a great many Handſome La- 
dies put forth their Heads , and call'd 
me Clown, for not paying them that 
Reſpect and Ceremony which belong'd 
to their Quality (now you muſt know 
that the Women ſtand upon their Pan- 
toffles, even in Hell it ſcIf.) They 
ſcem'd at firſt very Gay and Frolick:z 
and truly:, well enough pleas'd to be 
{cen 
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ſeen naked, for they were clean-skin'd 
and well-made. But when they cameto 
underſtand that this was #he great Day 
z Accompt ; Their Conſciences took 
heck, and all the Jollity was daſht in 
a moment: Whereupon they took to 
the Valley, miſerably Liſtleſs and out 
of Humour : There was One among the 
reſt,. that had had ſever Husbands, and 
promisd every one of them never to 
marry again, for ſhe could never love 
any thing elſe ſhe was ſure : This La- 
dy was calting about for Fetches, and 
Excuſes, and what anſwer ſhe ſhould 
make to that point. Another that had 
been as Common as Ratcliff High-way, 
would neither Lead nor Drive, and ſtood 
Humirg and Hawing a good while, pre 
tending ſhe had forgot her Night-Geer, 
and ſuch Fooleriesz but ſpight of her 
heart, ſhe was brought at laſt within 
ſight of the Throne ; where ſhe found 
a world of her old Acquaintance that 
ſhe had carry'd part of their way to 
Hell; who had no ſooner ſet Eye on 
her, but they fell a Pointing and Hoot- 
3ng, (o that ſhe took up her Heels and 
Herded her {<lf in a Troop of Serjeants, 
At 
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After This, I ſaw a many People dri- 
ving a Phyſitian along the bank ofa Ri- 
ver, and theſe were only ſuch as He had 
unneceflarily diſpatcht before their 
time. They follow'd him with Cries 
off Juſtice, Juſtice, and forc'd him on 
toward the Judg'r1ent-Seat, where they 
arriv'd inthe end with much ado. While 
This paſs'd, 1 heard, methought, upon 
my left hand a Paddlimg in the Water, 
as if one had beeo Swimming + and 
what ſhould this be, but a Judge. m the 
middle of a' River waſhing and rinfn 
his hands, over and over. 1aſkt himthe 
meaning of itz and he to}d me, that 7 
bis life time he had been often dawb'd 
in the Fiſt, to make the buſineſs ſlip the 
better , and he would willingly get ont 
the ay before he came to hold np 
bis band at the Bar. There follow'd 
next a Multitude of Vintners and Tay- 
ters, under the Guard of a Legion of 
Devils, arm'd with Rods, Whips, Cnd- 
gels, and other Inſtruments of Corre- 
ion : and Theſe Counterfeited them- 
ſelves Deaf, and were very loth to 
leave their Graves, for fear of a worſe 
lodging. As they were paſſing on, up 
ſtarted 
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ſtarted-a little Lewyer,and aſkt whither 
they were goingz They made.anſwer, 
that they were going to give an ac- 
compt of their Works. With that the 
Lawyer.threw himſelt flat upon his B-lly 
in his hole again : if I amto go down- 
ward at laſt, (ſays he) I am thus much 
onward of my way- The Virtner (weat 
as be walk't, till one drop tfoll;w'd ano- 
ther 3 5 That's well done cry'd a Devil 
at's Elbow, to purge out thy Water, 
that we may have none iv our Wine, 
There was a Tayler wrapt up in Sarce- 
nets,Crook-finger'd and Baker-leg d,ipake 
not one word all the way he went, but 
Alas! Alas ! how can any man be a #þief 
that dies for want of Bread?But his come 
panions gave him a Rebuke for Dilcre- 
diting his Trade. The next that ap- 
peared were a Band of High-way- meny 
following upon the Heeis one of ano- | 
ther, 1n great Diltruſt.and, Jealoutie of 
Fhieves among themſclves. Theſe were 
fetcht up by a Party uf Devils in the 
turning of a hand and lodg'd with the 
Taylers; for (laid one of the Compa- 
py) your High-way-man. is buta Wd 
Tayler. They were a little Quarrelfome 
at 
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at firſt, but in the Concluſion, they 
went down into the: Valley, and Ken- 
nell'd quietly together. After theſe 
came Folly with her Gang of Poets, Fid- 
lers, Lovers and Fexcers : The People of 
all the World, that Dream the leaſt of 
a Day of Reckoning z Theſe were di- 
ſpoſed of among the Hang-men, Jews, 
Scribes, and Philoſophers. There were 
alſo a great many Sollicitors wondring 
among themſelves, that they ſhould 
have ſo much Conſcience when they were 
Dead, and none at all Living. In fine, 
the IVord was given, Silence. 

The Throne being Ereded, and the 
great Day come: a Day of Comfort'to 
the Good, and of Terror to the Wicked, 
The Sun and the Stars waited on the 
Foot- ſtool; the Wind was $7i113,thelFa- 
ter quiet ; the Earth in ſuſpenſe and An- 


1. | gniſþ tor fear of her Children: ' And in 


brief, the whole Creation was in Anxie- 
ty and Diſorder. The Kighteons they 
were employ'd io Prayers and Thanks- 
givings; and the Ungudly in framing 
of Shifts and Evaſions, to Extenzate 
their Pains. The Guardian Angels were 
at hand,on the one. lide to acquit them- 
{:bves 
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ſelves of their Duties and Commiſſions, 
And on the other fide, were the Devils 
hunting for more matters of Aggrava»- 
tion and Charge againſt Offenders, 
The Ter Commandments had the Guard 
of a Narrow Gate, which was fo ſtrait, 
that the moſt mortify'd body could not 
paſs it, without leaving a good part of 
his ſkin behind him. 

On one Hand, there were in Multr- 
tudes; Diſgraces, Misfortunes, Plaguer, 
Griefs, and Troubles; All ina Clamour 
againſt the Phyſſtians. The Plagne Con- 
feſt indeed, rhat fhe had ſtruck many 
but 'tewas the PoGor did their buſineſs. 
Melancholy and Diſgrace ſaid thelike ; 
and AMisfortanes of all forts made open 
Proteſtation, that they never brought 
any man to his Grave, without the 
Help and Advice of a DoFor. So that 
the Gentlemen of the Faculty were call'd 
to Accompt for thoſe they had kill'd. 
They took their Places upon a Scaffold, 
with Pen, Ink, and Paper aboutthem ;

Heaven is no place for me, and in Lim- 
bo 1 ſhould fall among the Innocents I 
have Murder'd ; fo that without more 
ado I mult &en take up my Lodging 
in Hell: The Common Receptacle of 
Notorious MalefaCtors, 

There came in immediately upon 
this, a kind of a ſowre rough-hewn 
Fellow; Look ye (lays he) ttretching 
out his arm,kere are my Letters The 
Company wonder'd at his Humour,and 
aſkt the Porter what he vas; which 
H he 
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he timfelt over-hearing, I am (quoth 
he a Maſter of the Noble Science of De- 
fence : and plucking out ſcveral feal'd 
Parchmen's, Theſe, (ſaid he) are the 
Atteſtations« | my Exploits. At which 
word, all his Teſtimomials fell out of 
his Hand, and a Couple of Devils 
would fain have whipt them up, to 
have brought them in Evidence againſt 
him at his Tryal ; but the Fencer was 
too Mimble for T hem , and took them 
Up himfelt. At which tune, an Angel 
ofter'd him his Hand to help him in; 
but He, for fear of an Attaque, leapt a 
ftep backward, and with great agility, 
alonging withall, Now ( fays he) if 
ye think fit, T les giveyea Taſte of my 
ſkill. The Company fell a laughing, 
and this Sentence was paſt upon him; 
That ſince by his Rules of Art He bad oc- 
caſtoned ſo many Duels and Murders :, He 
ſ "01d himf, ſelf go tothe Devi [by a Perpen- 
dicular Line. He pleaded for Himſelf, 
that he was no 44tthematician,and knew 
no ſuch Line : but while the word was 
an lis Mouth a Devil came upto him, 
gave hima turn aud a halt, and down 
be luwblcd, 
After 
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After him, came the Treaſurers, and 
ſuch a Cry following them, for Cheat- 
ing and Stealing 3 that ſome ſaid, the 
Thieves were coming 3 Others ſaid No 
And the Company was divided uporrt. 
They were much troubled at the word 
Thieves,and defir'd the benefit of Coun- 
ſel to plead their Cauſe. And very good 
Reaſon (ſaid one of the Devils) Here's 
a Diſcarded Apoitle that has Executed 
both Offices, Let them take him, where's 
Judas 2 When the Treaſurers heard that, 
they turn'd aſide, and by chance, ſpy*d 
In aDevil's Hand,a Huge Roll of Accuſa- 
tions ready drawn into a formal Charge 
againſt them. With That, One of the 
boldeſt among them: Away, Away (cry'd 
he) with theſe Informations ; We<e'l ra- 
ther come to a Fine and Compound, 
though it were for Ten orT wenty thou- 
ſand years in P#rgatory. Ha! Ha! (quoth 
the Devil, a cunning Soap that drew vu; 
the Charge) If ye are upon tr. 
Terms ye are hard put to't. Whe:-- 
upon the Treaſurers, being brought to 
a forc't Put, were cen glad to nil - the 
beſt of a bad game, and tolloyy the 
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Theſe were no ſooner gone, but in 


came an unlucky Paſtry-mans, They 
atkt him, ithe would be try'd. That's 
c'en as't hitts (faid he) At that 
Word, the Devil that manag'd the 
Cauſe againſt him, preſt his Charge, 
and laid ic Home to him, that He had 
put off Catts for Haresz and filled his 
Pyes, with Bores inſtead of Fleſh; and 
not only fo, but that he had ſold Horſe- 
fleſh, Dogs and Foxes, for Beef and Mut- 
ton, Upon the Iflue, it was provd 
againſt him, that Noah never had fo 
many Animals in his Arkas this poor 
tcllow had put in his Pyes, (for we read 
of no Kats and Mice there) fo that he 
e*<n gave up his Cauſe, and went away 
to lee 1t his Oven were hot. Next, 
came the Philoſophers with their Syllo- 
ciſms, and it was noill Entertainment, 
io hcar them Chop Logic, and put all 
their Fxpoſtulations, in Mood and Fi: 
:27e, Larthe pleafunteſt People inthe 
World, were the Poets 5 who: ialilted 
107 1:, that they were tobe try'd by 
Jupiter : Andto the Charge of Worlbip* 
ping falſe Goas, their Anſwer was, that 
tarough Them they worthip't the True 
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One, and were rather miſtaken in the 
Name, than in the Worſhip. Virgil had 
much to ſay for himſelf, for his Sicelides 
Muſe; But Orphens interrupted him 
who being the Father of the Poets, de- 
fird to be heard for themall. What, 
Hee (cry'd one of the Devils) Yes; 
for teaching that Boyes were better Bed- 
fellows than Wenches 5 But the Women 
had comb'd his Coxcomb for him, if 
they could have Catcht him. Away 
with hin: to Hell Once again then they 
cry'd; and let him get out now if He 
can, So they all fil'd off, and Orphens 
was their Gxide, becauſe he had been 
there once before. So faon as the Poets 
were gone, there knockt at the Gatea 
Rich Penurions Chuffe 5 but 'twas told 
him, that the Ten Commandments kept 
it, and that he had not kept them. lt is 
Impoſſible (quoth he) under favour, 
to prove that ever I broke any One of 
them. And ſo He went to Juſtify him- 
ſelf from Point to Point : He had done 
Thisand That; and He had never done 
That, nor T'other 3 but in the End, he 
was deliver'd over to be rewarded ac- 
cording to his Works. Andthen came 
H 3 on, 
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on, a Company of Houſe-breakers, and 
Kobbers : ſo Dextrous, ſome of them, 
that they ſav'd themſelves from the 
very Ladder. The Scriveners , and 
Atturneys,obſerving Thatz Ah! thought 
they; it we could but paſs for Thieves 
now ! And yet they ſet a Face good 
cnough upon the Buſineſs too : which 
made Judas and A1uhomet, hope well 
of themtclves ; for ( ſaid they ) if a- 
fy ct thele fellows come off, there's 
no Fear of us; Whereupon they ad- 
vancd boldiy, with a Relvlution 
to taxCc their Tryal; Which ſet the 
P71; all a lauphing. The Guardian: 
Arg of tie SCVIUCMCTIS , and At- 
iurrcys, mov'd that the Evaneelifts 
might be of their Counſel > which 
the Dewzis opposd , tor (ſaid they) 
we ſhall infiit only upan the mattet 
v8 Tat, and leave them without a- 
ny pouability of KXeply, or Excuſe, 
We might indeed content our ſelves 
with the bare proof of what they 
are 5 for 'tis Crime enough that 
they are Scriveners, and Atturneys. 
With That, the Scriveners deny d their 
Trade, alledging that they were Secre- 
taries; 
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taries 3 and the Atturneys call'd them- 
ſelves Sollicitors, All was faid,in Efte&t 
that the Caſe would bear; but the beſt 
part of their Plea was Church-member- 
ſhip. And 1n hine, after ſeveral Replicas 
tions, and Rejoynders, they were all 
ſent to Old Nick; fave only Two or 
Three, that found Mercy. Well (cry'd 
one of the Scriveners) This 'tis to keep 
lewd Company ! The Devils called out 
then, to clear the Bar, and ſaid they 
ſhould have occalion for the Scriveners 
themſelves, to enter Proteſt ations 1n 
the Quality of Publick Notaries, againſt 
Lawleſs and Diforderly people : but 
the poor Wretches it ſeems, could not 
hear on that Far. To lay the Truth, 
the Chriſtians were much more trouble- 
lome, than the Pagans, which the De- 
vils took exceeding 11]; but they had 
this to ſay for themſclves, that they 
were Chriſten'd when they were Chil- 
dren, ſo that 'twas none of their Fault, 
and their Parents muſt anſwer fort. 
Judas, and Mahbomet took ſuch Cou- 
rage, when they ſaw two or three oft 
the Scriveners, and Atturneys ſav d,toat 
they were juſt upon the point of Chat- 
lenging their Clereyz But they were

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prevented by the DoFor I told ye 
of, who was ſet firſt to the Bar, in 
Company with an Apothecary, and a 
Barber , when a Certain Devzl, with a 
great Bundle of Evidences in his hand, 
inform'd the Court , that the greateſt 
part of the Dead there preſent, were 
ſent thither by the DoFor then at the 
Bar, in Confederacy with his Apothe- 
cary, and Barber, to whom they were 
to acknowledge their ' Obligation for 
that fair Aflembly. An Argel then in- 
terpoſing for the Defendant, recommen- 
ded the Apothecary for a Charitable

ſitions hold a perfect Intelligence with 
the Plague : He has utterly unpeopled 
a Couple of his Neighbour Villages,ina 
matter of three weeks time. The Do@Gor 
he let ily upon the 'Pothecary too, & ſaid 
He would maintain againſt the whole 

College, 
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College, that his Preſcriptions were ac- 
cording to the Diſpenſatory: and if an 
Apothecary would play the Knave, or 
the Fool, and put in This for That, he 
could not help it. So that without any 
more words , The 'Pothecary was put 
to the Summer-ſalt, and the DoFor and 
Barber,were brought off, at the Interceſ- 
fion of St. Coſmns, and St, Damian, 

After theſe, came a Dapper Lawyer, 
with a tongue ſtecp'd in oy], anda great 
Maſter of his Words and Actions; a

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thouſand times better be in Covent-C ay 
den now, or at Charing-Croſs ; for upon 
my word thou't have nothing to do 
here, unleſs, perhaps, for an Oyntment 
for a Burn, orſo 3 And ſo Porters went 
his way. Thenext that appear'd, were 
a Company of Vintacrs, who were ac- 
cuſed for Adulterating,and mineling Wa- 
ter with their Wines, Their Plea way, 
that in Compenſation they had fur- 
niſht the Hoſpitals with Communion- 
Wine that was Kight, upon Free-coſe ; 
but this Excuſe ſignify d as little, as that 
of the Taylors there preſent , who ſug- 
geſted, that they had Cloth'd ſo many 
Friers, Gratis; and ſo they were di- 
ſpatcht away together. After Thele, 
tollow'd a Number of Bangquiers, that 
had turn'd Bankrupt , to couſen their 
Creditors; who finding there ſeveral 
of their old Correſpondents, that they 
had reduced to a Morſel of Bread, be- 
gan totreat of Coinpoſition : but One 
of the Devils preſently cry'd out, All 
the Reſt have had enough to do to an- 
{wer for themlelves; but theſe people 
are to Reckon for other men's ſcores, 
as Wellas their own. And hereupon, 

they 
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they were forthwith ſent away to Pluto 
with Letters of Exchange ; but as it hap- 

n'd at That time, the Devil was out 
of Caſh. 

Aﬀeer this, enter'd a Spaniſh Cavalier, 
as Upright, as Juſtice it elf. He was a 
matter of a Quarter of an hour in his 
Legs, and Reverences, tothe Company. 
Wecould fce no Head He had, for his 
Prodigious ſtarcht Rufte that ſtood (ta- 
ring up like a T»rkey-Cocks-Tayl,and Co- 
yer dit.

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In the next place, came a Fellow 
weeping, and wailing ; but my Ma- 
ſters, (ſays he) my Cauſe is never the 
worſe for my Crying,for if I would ſtand 
upon my Merits, 1 could tell ye that [ 
have kept as good Company , and had 
as much to do with the Saints, as ano- 
ther Body.

And now. after long Waring, came 
Jud s and 1{1ho:29t npon the Stage, and 
ro them Jerk of Leydex « Up comes an 
Ofticer, 4n41 askt which of rhe Three 
was J»uda;? i am Pe, quoth Jack of 
Leyden. Nay, but I am Jadas, cry'd Ma- 
homet. The: 7*'rea Couple of Lying Raſ- 
cals, (ays Jud '* himſclt,, for 1 am the 
man; only the Rogues make ule of my 
Name to ſave thejr Credit. 'I is True 
I fold my Maſter Once, and the World 
has ever ſince been the betrer for't : But 
theſe Villains tell Him and Themſelves 
too, every hour of the Day, and there 
follows nothing but Miſery and Confu- 
ſion. So they were all T hree packt away 
to their Diſciples. 

The Angel that kept the Book, found 
that the Serjeanrs and Kemembrancers 
were to come on nextz whereupon they 
were call'd, and appear'd : but the 
Court was 'vot much troubled with 
them, for they confeſt Guilty at hilt 
word, and ſo were ty d up without any 
more ado.

The Portal, 
ſpacious , the Doors, always oprm, and 
the Houſe free to all Comers. which 
were very many; the Porter's place 
was ſupply'd by a Woman; Fxquilicly 
handſome , both for Face and Peron 5 
Tall; Delicately (þ ard, and ſet of) wath 
great Advantages of Preſs, and ewels. 
She was made up in tine, of Charms, 
and her Name (ar 1 nndetftond Y was

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Beauty. She would letany wan 1n to ſee 
the Houſe for a Look ;, and that was all 
I paid for my paſſage. In the firſt 
Court, I found a many of Both Sexes, 
but fo alter'd in Habit, and Counte- 
nance, that they could ſcarce know one 
another. They were ſad, penſive; and 
their Complexions teinted with a yel- 
low Paleneſs (which Ovid calls Cupid 
Livery) There was no talk of being 
True to Friends; Loyal to Superior:; 
and Patiful to Parents : But Kinred did 
the Oftce of Procurcrs 3 and Procurert 
were call'd Couſins, Wives lov'd thelt 
Hutbands She Friends, and Husband:

Yes,yes, they cry'd Ton can go to the Park 

with This Lady, and to a Play with That 
Lady, and to Banitcad with T other La- 
dy, and ſpend whole Nights at Belte or 
Ombre with my Lady Pen-T weezel;but 
by my Troth, Tthink you are afſham'd to be 
ſeen in my Company. Some ſaw uponthe 
very point of Sealing and delivering. 1 
am Thine (crys one) and Thine Alone, or 
let all the Devils in Hell, &-c. But be ſure 
you be Conſtant. If I be not (ſays he) let 
my Soul, &c. and the filly Jade be- 
lieves him.In one Corner ye ſhould have 
them praying for Husbands, that they 
might the better love 2t Rardome: In 
another, nothing would pleatc them but 
to be Marry'd Mens Wives, and this Dit- 
eaſe was lookt upon as a little Defpe- 
rate. Some again ſtood ready furnifhe 
with Love- Letters and Tickets to be caſt 
out at the Window, or thruſt under the 
Door, and Thele were lookt upon not 
only as Foo!s but Beaſts,

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I had ſeen as much already as [ de- 
Ar'd, for I had learnt of Old, that He 
that keeps ſuch Company , ſeldom come: 
off without a ſcratcht face : but if he 
miſles a Mitreſs, he gets a Wife, and 
ſtands condemn'd to. a Repentance du- 
ring Life, without Redemption, unleſs 
One of the Two dies. For Women in 
the Caſe are worſethan Pyrats; a Gally- 
Slave may compound for his Freedom, 
but there's no thought of Ranſom in 
Caſe of Wedlock. I had a good mindto 
a little Chat with ſome of them, but 
(thought I) they 1 Phancy I'm 1n Love 
with them, Andſol een march'd off 
into the Marry'd Dnarter. 

Where there was ſuch Ranting, 
Damnine, and Tearing, as if Hell had 
been broke looſe. And what was all 
This? but a number of Women that 
had been lockt up and ſhackl'd by their 
Husbands, to keep them 1n Obedience, 
and had now brokentheir Priſons, and 
their Chazns, and were grown ten times 
madder than before. Somel ſaw Careſ- 
ſing and Cokeſing their Husbands, in the 
very moment they deſign'd to betray them, 
Oikers were picking their Hnusband:s 
Pockets 
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Pockets to pay now and then for a By- 
Blow. Some again were pon a Religt- 
ous point, and all npon the Humour (for- 
ſooth) of Pilgrimages and LeFures 5 when 
alas / they had no other buſineſs with 
the Altars or Churches,than a Sacrifice to 
Venus, or a Love meeting. Divers there 
were that went to the Bath; but Ba- 
thing was the leaſt part of their Errand.

The Widows I obſerv'd thar 
were marchiog off, with the zrarque out 
of their months, were hugely concern'd 
to be though tToung, and {till talking of 
Maſques, Balls, Fiddles, Treats; Chant- 
ing and TJigging to every, Tune my 
heard, and all upon the Hoyty-Toyty like 

mad wencbes of fifteen. The Tounger, on 
the other fide, made uſe of their time 
and took pleaſure while 'twas to be 
had. There were too of the Kelicions 
ſtrains a people much at their Beads, 
and 11 prevate 5 and Theſe were there 
in the Quality of Love» Hereticks, or Pla- 
tonicks, and under the Penance of perpe- 
tual Abſtinence from the Fl they lowd 
beſt (wich is the moſt Aortifying Lent 
ot all Other) Some, that had (kill jn 
Perſpeclroe, were betore the Glats with 
their Boxes of Patch and Paint abour 
them; Shadowing, Drawing out, He- 
freſbing, and 1 ſhort, Coverine and Pal- 
liating, all the Imperfeitions ot Featur 
and Complexion , every one ater her 
own Humour, Now theſe women were 


ab. 
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abſolutely inſufferable, for they were 
moſt of them 01d and Head- Strong, ha- 
ving got the better of their Husbands, 
ſo that they would be taking upon them 
to domineer here, as they had done at 
home; and indeed ,they found the Maſter 
of the College enough to do. 

When 1 had tyr'd my felt with this 
Variety of Folly and Madneſs, I went 
ro the Devotes ; wherel found a great 
many women and girles that had Cloy- 
ftered up themſelves from the Conver- 
ſation of the World; and yet were not 
a jot ſoberer than their Fellows. Theſe 
one would have thought might have 
been eaſily curd, but many of them 
were in for their Lives, in deſpight of 
Either Counſel or Phyſeck.

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Bottom, concluding with This, or ſome 
ſuch Poi#ſcript 5 Icommend this Paper to 
your Diſcretion. The Fools of This Pro- 
vince would beTwatling Night andDay; 
and if it happen'd that any one of them 
had talkt her ſelf a weary, (which was 
very raie)ſhe would preſently take up- 
on her very gravely to admoniſh the 
Reſt, and read a Lecture of Silence to 
the Company. There were ſome that 
for want of better Entertainment fell 
in Love with one another; but theſe 
were lookt uponas a ſort of Fops and 
Ninnys, and therefore the more favou- 
rably us'd ; but they'd have becn of 
another mind, it they had known the 
Cauſe of their Diſtemper, 

The Root of all theſe ſeveral Extra- 
vagancies was 7dlemeſs, which (accord= 
ing to Petrarch's Obſervation ) never 
failsto make way for wantowneſs, There 
was One among the Reſt, that had more 
Letters of Exchange upon the Credit of her 
inſatiable deſires, than a whole Regiment 
of Banguiers.

band doubtlets, in a Wite that deſcrv'd 


this Kindneſs! and in ſo many tender 
Friends, and Relations, to take part 
with him in his Sorrows. My Good Fa- 
ther, Ict me entreat you to obſerve this 
doletul Encounter. With that (ſhaking 
his head and ſmiling) My Son,quoth he, 
Thou ſhalt by and by perceive, that 
all is nothing in the world but Vanity, 
Impoſture, and Conitraint ; and 1 will 
ſhew thee the Difference between 
Things Themſelves, and their Appear.n- 
ces, Tolec this Abundance of Torches, 
with the Magnificence of the Cererzonp 
and Attendance, One would think there 
ſhould be ſome mighty mattur io the

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buſinc(s : but let me aflure thee, that 
all this Pudder comes to no more, than 
much ado about Nothing. The Woman 
was Nothing (cfte@ualiy ) even while 
ſhe liv'd : The Body now in the Coffin, 
15 (omewhat a leſs Nothing : and the Fu- 
reral Honours, Which are gow paid her, 
come to juſt Nothing too. But the Dead 
it ſeems muſt have their Vaniizes, and 
their Holy: Days -5 well as the Living. 
Alas ! What” a Carcaſs £ but the moſt 
Odions ſort , Putrefation A Corrupt- 
ed Farth; fit neither for Fruit , nor 
Tillige, And then for the ſad Looks of 
the Mourners; They areonly troubled 
at the Tzvitation; and would not care 
a pin, if the Inviter, and Body too were 
buth at the Devil, And that you might 
ſee by their Behavionr, and Diſcourſes; 
for when they ſhould have been Praying 
for the Dead, they were prating of her 
Pedigree , and her laif Will and eſta- 
ment, I mnot ſo near a kin (lays one) 
but I might have been ſpar'd ;, and I had 
twerty other things to do.

Wretched Creature that I am! 1o out- 
live that Dear man ! Oh that Dear Huj-

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band of Mine ! 0h that I ſhould ever live 
to ſee this Day ! And then the tell tg 
blubbering, Sobbing, and Raving a thou- 
ſand times worſe than before. Alas, 
Alas, who will trouble himſelf with a poor 
Widow | I have never a friend left to 
look after me, what | (hall become of 
ane [ 

At this pauſe came in the Chorm, 
wich their Noſe Inſiruments $ and there 
was luch Blowing, Smobbing, Snivcling, 
and ibrowing Srot about, that there was 
no En-iurins the Houic, Ard all this, 
you mult know, lerv'd them to © Cour 
ble purpolc s i hat is to fay 3 for Phyſsck 
and tor Cor plewent 5 US! paſt tor the 
Condoling Office, ai, ' purg'd their Heads 
of IU bazrinrs all uuder one. 1 could 
not chule but compaſhoaate the poor 
Widow; a Creature forlakenot all the 
worldz andltol4 my Guide as much; 
and that a Charity(zs I thought) would 
be well b:{tow'd upon her. The Holy 
Writ calls them tes ; according to 
the Import of the Hebrew: in regard 
that they have no body to ſpeak for 
them. And if at any time they take 
heart to ſpeak for themlſclves, naw 

ha 
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kad &'en as good hold their tongues, 
for no budy minds them. Is there any 
thing more frequently given in Charge 
throughout the whole Bible, than to 
Prote the Fatherleſs, and , Defend the 
Cauſe of the Widow 2 as the higheſt and 
moſt Neceſlary point of Chriſtian Cha» 
rity; 1n regard that they have neither 
Power, nor Right to defend themſelves. 
; Does not Job inthe Depth of his 4z- 
ſery,and Diſgraces, make Choice to clear 
himſelf toward the Widow, upon his 
Expoſiulations with the Almighty # | If 
I have cans d the Fyes of the Widow to 
fail} (or conſun d the Fyes of the Wid- 
dow ;, afier the Hebrew) fo that it ſeems 
to mie, belide the general Duty of Cha- 
rity, Weare allo bound by the Laws of 
Honour, and Generoſity, to aſſiſt them ; 
for the poor Souls are fain to plead with 
their Fyes;, and Beg with their Fyes, for 
want of Either Huxds or Tongnes to 
help themſclves. Indeed you mult par- 
don me (my good Father f:1& I) it I 
cannot hold any longer from bearing a 
part io this Mournf-ul Conſort, upon this 
fad Occaſion. And is This (quoth rhe 
old man ) the fruit of your boaſted 
Divinity ?

is dark, and their faces are muffled up in 
their Funeral Dreſſes. And what of all 
This? when the whol: Conrſe of their 
mourning is but a Thorough-Cheat. Their 
Weeping ſignifies Nothing more, than 
Crying , at ſo much an hour; for their 
Tears are Hackney'd out, and when they 
have wept out their ſtage, they take up, 
and are quiet, If you would relieve 
them, leave them to Themſelves; and 
aſſoon as your back 1s turn'd, you ſhall 

have them Singing and Dancing, and 
as merry as Greeks: for take away the 
SpeFators;, their Hypocriſte isat an End, 
and the play is done: And now the 
Confidents Game begins. Come, come, 
Madam, 'faith we muſt be Merry ; (crys 
one) we are to live by the Living, and 
not by the Dead. For a Bonny young Wid- 
dow as you are, to lye whimpering away 
your Opportunities, and loſe ſo many brave 
Matches ! There's, Tou know who, I dare 
ſwear , has a Months mind to you; By 
my Troth I would you were in Bed toge- 
ther, and I'd be hang d, if you did not 


find 
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find one warm Ved-fellow worth twenty 
Cold ones. Really, Madam (cryes a ſe 
cond) ſhe gives you good Connſel ; and 
if I were in your Place, Td followit, 
and make uſe of my Time. 'Tis but On: 
Lojt, and "ſen found. Pray'e tell me, 
Madam, if I may be fo bold; what' 
your Opinion of that Cavalier that wat 
bere Teſterday £ Certainly he has a great 
Deal of Wit ,, and methinks, he's a very 
handſume , proper Gentleman. Well" If 
that man has not a ſtrange Paſjzon ſor you, 
Tile never beli.ve my Eyes again for biz 
ſakez and in good faith, if all parties 
were agreed, I would you were e en well 
in his Arms the night before to morron, 
IWere it not a burning ſhame to let ſuch s 
Beauty lye faliow | bis ſets the Widow 4 
Pinkirgo, and Simpering like a Frumely: 
Kettle; at lenyrh ſhe mak«s up the 
pretty little mouth, and fay<. tis ſomt- 
what of the ſooneſt to taik, of thoſe af- 
fairs;, but let it be as Heaven pleaſes. 
However, M:dim, I am much beholden 
to you for your Friend'y Advice. You 
have here the very v.4tum of her Sor- 
row : ſhe has taken a ſecond Husband in- 
to her Heart, before ber first was in his 
Grave, 
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Grave. I ſhould have rold you that 
our right Widow , Fats, and Drinks 
more the firſt day of her Widow- hood, 
thas in any other of ker whole life : for 
there appcars not a Viſttazit 3 but pre- 
ſently out comes the Gronine-Cake ; A 
Cold bakd meat, or ſome Reſtor:tive 
Morſel or other, to comfort the AfﬀtiGed ; 
and the Cordial Bottle ratt not be for» 
gotten neither, far Serrow's Dry. So 
tot they tall, and at every Bt ur Gulp, 
the Lady Relift, ferches ye up a heavy 
Sigh, pretends to chew falſe, and makes 
proteftation that for her part, fhe can 
talte nuthing 5 ſhe has quite loſt her 
Digeſtion and has ſuch an cpprefſion 
in her ſtomach, that ſhe dares not cat 
any more, for fear of over-charging 
Nature. And (intruth ſays ſhe) how 
can it be otherwiſe ; ſtnce - ( Unhappy 
creature that Iam!)

Companions. Now the Catchpole quar- 
relsthe Thief for not giving him a ſnip 
in the laſt Booty z and the Thief, after 
apreat (truggle, and a good luſty Rub- 
ber at Cuffs, has made a ſhift to fave 
himſelf. You'l ſay the Rogue had need 
of Good heels, to outrun this Gaſ/ews- 
Beagle for there's hardly any Beaſt 
will outſtrip a Baylifſ that runs upon the 
View of a Quarry. So that there's not 
the leaſt thought of a pablick, Good in 
the Catchpoles Action 5 but meerly a 
proſecution of his own Profit , and a 
ſpight to ſee himſelf Chous'd. Now if 
the Catchpole T contels, without any pre- 
vate IntereSt, had made this Attempt 
upon the Thief, (bcing his Friend) ro 
bring him to Juſtice 5 It had been well:

d Ling one Autumn, at a Friend's

Have not our Maſters reaſon te 
be good to nr.when their Necks are at ſtake, 
and their Lives at our Mercy * Nay, we 
govern thoſe, many times, that Govern 
Kinedoms3 and a Prince is almoſt in 
as much Danger of his Coach man as of 
his Phyſecian, And there are that under- 
ſtand it too, and Themſelves, and Us; 
ard that will not ſtick to truſt their 
Coac-men as ſur as they would do their 
Con- 
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Confeſſors. There's no Ablurdity in the 
Compariſons for if They know ſome of 
their Privacies, we know more ; yes, 
and perhaps more than Wee'l ſpeak of. 
What have we here todo? cry d a De- 
vil that was ready to break his hcart 
with Laughing. A Coach-man in his 
Tropes and Figures? An Orator inſtead 
of a Wagzoner 2 The tlave has broke 
his Bridle, and got his Head at Liberty, 
and now hee'l never have done. No, 
why ſhould he? (ſays another that had 
ſerv'd a great Lady more ways than 
One) is this the beſt Entertainment 
you can afford your Servants? your 
daily Drudges? I'm ſure we bring you 
good Commodity, well packs 5 well Com- 
dition'd ; well perfum'd; Right, Neat 
and Clean: Not like your City-ware 
that comes diity to youu, up to the 
Hocksz and yet every Dagele-Tayl'd 
Wench, and Skap- Kenrel, (hall be better 
us'd than Je. Ah7 The Iogratitude of 
this Place ! If we had done as much for 
ſome-body elſe, as we have done for 
you, we ſhould not have been now to 
ſeek for our Wages. When you have 
nothing cite to lay , you tell me that

Leave your 
Bawling, ye Whelps, (ſays he) and 
know, that the Pain you endure, is no- 
thing to that of your Tormenters. And 
for your Part (ſays he, to me, with a 
ſowr Look) becauſe you are a ſtran- 
ger, you may go about your Buſineſs; 
but we have a Crow to pluck with they e fel- 
lows, before we part. 
| went next, down a pair of ſtairs 
into a huge Cellar, where | ſaw men 
burning in unquenchable Fire 3 and 
one of them Rearing, Cry'd out, I me- 
ver over-ſold ; I never ſold tut at Con- 
ſcionable Rates. why am I pun ſhi this?

Bultacls was, there were two men upon 
a Sc.thold, in Gentile habits, gapirg as 
lowd as they could Bawl. One of them 
had a great Parchment in his hand, dif-. 
play'd, with Divers Labels havging at 
It, and ſeveral Seals, I thought at firſt 
It might haye been Execution-day, ands

Couſening the 
Statewith falſe Multers, 'and the: Soul- 
diers- of; their. Pay 5, ang giving them 
iaſtead of''their Due frbm the Prince, a 
Liberty-'of© taking what is not their 
due from the People ; forcing them to 
take the Bread out of the poor La- 
bourers Mouths, to fill their own _ 

' lies, 
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lics, and protecting them when they 
have done, in the moſt Execrable Out- 
rages Imagi''able. And when the poor 
Souldier comes at laſt to be diſmiſt, or 
disbanded; Lame, Sick, Begygerly, 
Naked almoſt, and Enraged 5 with 
Nothing I-fr him to truſt to, but the 
High way to keep him fri m ſtarviug, 
W bart Miſchief is there in the world, 
that theſe men are not the Cauſe of? 
How many good Families are utterly 
ruin'd, and at this day in the Hoſpital 
for truſting to their Oaths and Promiſe: 
and becoming bound for them, for vaſt 
ſums of Money to maintain them in 
Tipple, and Whores, and in all forts of 
Luxury, and Ryot ? This Rhetorical 
Devil would have ſaid a Thouſand 
times more, but that his Companions 
call'd him off, and told him they had 
bufineſs elſewhere. The Cavalier hear- 
ing that, my Friend (ſaid he) your 
Morals are very Good, but yet with 
your Favour, all men are not alike, 
There's never a Barrel better Herring,

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Proviſion, I had made for my Poſterity, 
And yet Notwithſtanding this my fa- 
therly care, I was ſcarce ſooner Dead, 
than forgotten: and my Next Heir bu- 
ryd me without Tears, or Mvurzing ; 
and indeed without fo much as paying 
of Legacies, or Praying for my Soul: as 
if they had already received certain [n- 
telligence of my Damnation, And to 
aggravate my Sorrows, The Prodigal: 
are now ſquandering, and conſuming that 
Eſtate,in gaming.whoring and Debancher, 
which I had ſcraped together by (6 
much Induſtry, Vexation and Oppreſſton, 
and for which I ſuffer at this Inſtant iuch 
Inſupportable Torments, This ſhould 
have been thought on before (cry'd a 
Devil) for ſure you have heard of the 
Old ſaying, Happy »« the Child whoſe Fa- 
ther goes lo the Devil. Ar which word, 
the Old Atzjers brake out into freſh

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_ ever wake any Gold © Or it they did, 
We have loſt the Secret. Wherea: 
your Apothecaries, out of a Little Pyd- 
dle-water;, a Bundle of Rotten ſlicks; 
a Box of Flies Nay out of Toads, Ji- 
pers, and a Sir Reverexce it ſelf , Will 
f-rch ye Gold ready Minted, and fit for 
the Marker; which is more then all 
your Philoſophical ProjeFers ever pre- 
tended to, There is no Herb ſo Poyſo- 
nous, (ietitbe Hemlock) nor any Stone 
ſc) dry, (ſuppoſe the Pumice it ſelt ) but 
they'l draw 8zlver out of it. Ard then 
for words, 'tis Impoſhble to make up 
any word out of the four and twenty 
Leitcr:, but they'll ſhew ye a Drug, or 
1 Pl ot of the Names and turn the 
Alphabet :6tO as gv004 Money as any's 
n your Pocket, Ask them for an Eye- 
1oolh of a Flying Toad ; they | tell ye, 
yes, ye may have of It, 1n. powderg 
Or if you had rather have the Infuſion 
of a Tench of the Mountains, in a little 
Feles Atrlk, 'tis all one to them. It there 
be but any Money ſtirring, you ſhall 
have what ycu will, though there be 
no ſuch thing 1n Nature. So that 1t 
looks as if all the Plants, and ſtones of 
the 
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the Creation, had their ſeveral powers 
and Vertues given them, only for the 
Apothecaries fakes3 and as if Words 
themſelves had been only made for 
their advantage, Ye call them Apothe- 
caries; but inſtead of That, I pray'e 
call them Arzzorersz and their Shops 
Arſenals; Are not their Medicines as 
Certain Death, as Swords, Daggers, or 
Muſquets * while their Patients are 
Purgd and Blouded into the other 
World, without any regard either to 
Diſtemper, Meaſure or Seafon, 

If you will now ſee the Pleaſanteſt 
ſight you have ſeen yet, walk but up 
theſe two ſteps, and you ſhall ſfeea Jury 
(or Conſpiracy) of Barber-Surgeons , 
ſuting upon Life and Death, You muſt 
think th:t any Divertiſement there 
was welcome, ſo that I went up, and 
found itin Truth a very pleaſant Spe- 
Qtacle. Theſe Barbers were moſt of 
them Chain'd by the Middle; their 
Hands at Liberty 3 and Every one of 
them, a Cittern abuut his Neck 5 and 
upon his knees a Cheſs-board : and ſtill 
as he reacht to have a Touch at the 
Cittern , the Inſtrument Vaniſht 3; and 
{0 
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ſo did the Cheſs-bord, when he thought 
tohave a Game at Dravehts 3 Which is 
directly Taztalizing the poor Rogues, 
for a Cittern is as natural to a Barber, 4s 
Milk to a Calf. Some of them were waſh- 
ing of Alles Brains, and putting them in 
2pain; and ſcouring of Nrgroes to make 
them White. 

When I had Jaught my Flll at theſe 
foolerics, my next Diſcovery was, of a 
great wany people, Grumbling and 
Muttcring, that There was.no Body 
look't after them3 No not ſo much as 
to torment thems, as if their Tail 
were not as well worth the 1oaſting, as 
their Neiohbours. Anſwer was made, 
that beinoy a kind of Devils them- 
ſclvcs, they might put in for ſome lort 
of Authority in the Place, and Exe- 
cute rhe Office of Tormenters, This 
made me ask what they were. Anda 
Deviltuld me (with Refpca) that they 
vere a Company of Uogracious, Leſt- 
bindsd Wretches, that could do Ino- 
thing aright, And their Grievance was 
that they were Quaiter'd by Thea 
{clves; but not knowing whether they 
were Minor Nog or inuceed what cle 
tO 
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to make of them, we did got know how 
to Match them, or in what Company 
to put them. In the world they are 
lookt upon as T/l Omens; And let any 
man mret one of them, upon a. Jaur- 
ney in a Morniog, Faſting  'tis the lame 
thing a3 if a Hare had croſs't the way 
upon him; He preſently turns head in 
1 Diſcooten it, and gors to bed again. 
Ye know that it Scevola, when he found 
his Miſtake, in killing Another, for 
Porſennx (the Secretary, for the Prince) 
burnt his Right-hand in Revenge of 
the Mi iſcarriage Now the ſeverity of 
the Vengeance, was not ſo much. the 
Maiming or the Cripling ot Himſfelt, 
but the Condemning of himſelf to bo 
for ever Left- handed. And fo 'tis with 
a Malefaftor that ſuffers Juſtice 3 The 
Shame and Puniſhment, does not lye 
ſo much in the Loſs of his Right-hard, 
as th the other is Lefr. And it was the 
Curſe of an old Bawd, toa Fellow thzt 
had vex*d her, That he might go tothe 
Devil by the ſtroke of a Left. handed 
Mar, It the Ports ſpeak Truth, (as 
twere a Wonder 1t they ſhould net) 
The Left is the Unlncky ſides, and there 
NnNEVcr 
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never came any good from it. And for 
my laſt argument againſt theſe Crez- 
tures; the Goats, and Reprobates (tand 
upon the Left hand: and Left-handed 
men arc, in Eff-C&, a fort of Creature 
that's made to do Miſchief >; Nay whe- 
ther Iſhould call them M-c-n, or no, [ 
know not. 

Hereupon, a Devil becken'd me to 
come ſoftly to him; and ſol did, with- 
out a word ſpeaking of the Jealt Noiſe 
in the World. Now (ſays he) if you! 
ſce the Daily Exerciſe of Il-favourd 
Women, look through that Lattice-Win- 
dow, And therel ſaw ſuch a Kennel of 
Ugly Bitches,you would have bleſt your 
ſelf. Some, with their faces ſo ponn- 
ced, and ſpeckled, as if they had been 
ſearify*d, and newly palt the Cupping- 
Glaſs; with a world of little Plaiſters, 
long, round, ſquare; and briefly, cut 
out into ſuch Variety , that it would 
have poſed a good MAathematician to 
have found out another Figure; and 
you would have ſworn that they had 
been either at Catts-play, or Cuffs, 
Others, were ſcraping their Faces with 
picces of Glaſs; tearing up their Eye- 
brows 
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brows by the Roots, like Mad: And 
ſome that had none to tear, were fetch- 
iog out of their black, Boxes, ſuch as 
they could ger, or make. O.ners were 
powd ring, and curling their falſe Locks z 
or faſt 'ning their ew Tvory Teeth, in the 
place of their old Ebory Ones. Some 
were Chewing Lemmor pil. or Cinamon, 
to countenance 4 foul kreath; and rai- 
fing themſelves upon their Cropines, that 
their View might b. the taizer, and 
their Fall the Deeper. Others were 
quarrelling wich their Looking-Glaſes, 
forſhewiong them ſuch Hugs- Faces : and 
curſing the State of Venice for Enter- 
taining no Better workmen, Some were 
fuffing out their Bodies, like Pack: ſad- 
ales, to cover ſecret Deformities : and 
lome again had ſo many Hoods over 
their faces, to conceal the Ruiges, that 
[could hardly diſcern what they were 3 
and Theſe paſt for Pexitents. Others, 
with their Pots of Hogs-greaſe, and Po- 
matum, were ſlecking, and poliſhing their 
faces, and indeed their fore-heads were 
bright and ſhining, though there were 
netther $45, nor Stars, In That Firma- 
ment, Some there were (1in Fine) that 
would 
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would have ferch:t a mans Guts of at's 


month, to ſrce them ; with their 4 Ataſques of 


Afier- Firth; and with their Menſtruous 
Slibber $lobbers, dawbing one another 
totake away the beats, and Bubos, Ni- 
ity and abominable! 1 cry'd. Weil 
(quoth the Devil) you fee now how far 
a Woman's Wit, and Javention Will ca;- 
ry her toher own Deitruction. I could 
not ſpeak one word for altontihment at 
fo horrid a ade; till I had a littic 


rccollected my {clt; andthen ({a1d [) it 


I may deal treely without Ofle noe | 
dare 12cfe all rice Devils in Hell, to out» 
do theſe Women. Bur pray « lct's 
vone, for the fight of them, mates my 
very Hcart ake. 

Turn about then, (fat thc Devil) 
2nd there was a Fel/orv fitting in a. Chair, 
all a/onves never a Devil near lim No 
Fire, or Froſt No Heat, or Cold; or 
any thing cite, that I cout perccve, to 
torment h Im; and yet crying ard Roar-

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thought I what ails this Wretch, to yell 
out thus when no Body Hurts him! 
$0 | went up to Him; Fricnd (ſaid 1) 
what's the meaning of all this Fury 

ind Traniport ? for, fo farasl can ſec, 
there's nutl:1ng to eroubl, you, No, 70, 
(lays he with a Hor::d Out-cry, and 
with all the Extravogancics of a Man in 
Rage, and Deſpair) you do not ſee my 
Tormentors z but the all-ſearchine Eye 
of the Almighty fees my Pains, as well 
u my Tran ſereſſuons, and with 4 ſerrre, 
and Implacable Juſtice, bas condemn' d 
me to /4jjer Puriſhments anjwerable to 
my Cries. (Wiich Words He utter'd 
wth redoubled Clamours) Ay Fxe- 
eutioners are in my Soul, ard all the 
Plague's of Hel! in ny Conſcience. Aty 
Memory ferves me anſteau of a Cruel 
Devil, the Remembrance of ihe Good 
Iſhould have done, and Omitted; And 
of the T{, 1 ſhould have done, and did. 
The Remembrance of” the wholeſome 
Connſels [4 h 4VDC rejected, and of the It 
example I have given. And for the Ae- 
fravation of 129 Aliſery ; where my Mes 

mory leaves ofſlieling me, my under- 
landing Levins; ſhewarg me the Glo- 
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ries, and Beatitudes I have loſt, which 
others enjoy, who have gain'd Heaven, 
with l:ſs Anxiety, and Pain than I hang 
endur d, to compaſs my Damnation, 
Now ati 1 perpetually meditating on the 
Comorts, Beautics, Felicities, and Rype 
tures of Paradiſe. only to erflame, and 
exaſperate my Deſpair in Hell: Legging 
in Vain, but for one moments Interval 
of Eaſe , without obtaining ary, for my 
Will is alſo as Inexorable, as either ny 
M.mory or my Underitioding. Ard 
Theſe (my Friend of the other World) 
arethe Three Faculties of my Soul, which 
Divine Justice, for my Sins, has convert: 
ed into three Tormentors, that Torture 
me without Noiſe; Into Three Flames, 
that burn me without conſuming. And 
if I chance at any time to have the leait 
Kemiiſion, or Reſpite 5 The Worm of my 
Conſcience enaws my Soul, and finds it, 
lo an Inſatiable Hunger, an Immortal 
Aliment, and Entertainment. At that 
word, turning towards me with a Hcel- 
liſh Yell 3 Mortal (fays he) learn, ard 
be aſſur'd from me, that all thoſe that 
either bury, or miſ employ their 1alents, 
carry a Hell within themſe/ves, and are 
Dan's 
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Dam#n'd cven above ground ; and fo He 
return'd to his Uſual Clamours. Upon 
this, I left him, miſerably ſad and pen- 
five, Well, thought I, what a weight of 
in lies upon this Creatures Conſcience |! 
Whereupon the Devil obſerving me in 
a Muſe, told me in my Ear, that this 
Fellow had been an Atheiſt, and believ'd 
neither God, nor Devil, Deliver me 
then, ſaid I, from that UnſanGify'd Wiſ- 
dom, that ſerves us only for our further 
Condemnation. 

[ was gone but a ſtep or two aſide, 
and I ſaw a world of people running 
after Burning Chariots, with a great ma- 
ny Souls in then, and the Devils tearing 
them with Pincers: and before them, 
marcht Certain Officers, making Pro- 
clamation of their Sentence, which 
with much ado I got near enough to 
bear, and it was to this effet. Divine 
Juitice bath appointed this Puniſhment to 
the Scandalous, for giving I examples 
to thezr Neighbors, And at the ſame time, 
ſeveral of the Damn'd laid their fins 
to their Charge, aod cry'd out, that 
twas long of them they were thus Tor- 
mented, So that the Scaxdalous were 
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puniſh't both for their own Sins, and for 
the offences of thoſe they had miſled to 
their DeſtruFion, And theſe are they of 
whom 'tis ſaid, that they had better ne- 
ver have been born, 

My very Soul was full of Anguiſh, 
to ſee ſo many Doleful Spectacles 3 and 
yet I could not but (mile, to fre the 
Vintners every where up and down 
Hell, as free, as if they had been in 
their Taverns, and only Pris'ners upon 
Parole, I ask't how they came by that 
Privilegez and a Devil told me ; there 
was no need of ſhackling them, or fo 
much as ſhutting them up; for there 
was no fear of their making, a 'fcape, 
that took ſo much pains in the World, 
and made it their whole Bulinefs to 
come thither. Only, ſays he 3 if we can 
keepthem from throwing Water in the 
Fire, as they do in their (#ires, we are 
well enongh. But if yon would fre 
{ſomewhat worth the while, leave theſe 
fellows, and follow m<; and I'ie ſhew 
ye Judas and his Brathren, the Stew- 
ards, and Pnrſe-bearers « fo 1 did as he 
bad me, and he brought ime to Judas, 
ai d 14 Companions, wiv had no Faces, 
livers 
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divers of them, and moſt of them =o 
Foreheads. 

I was well enough pleas'd toſee him, 
and to be better inform'd ; for I had 
ever Phanſted him to be a kind of ar 
Olive-colonr'd Tawny Complexion'd fel- 
low, without a Beard and an Exnxch 
into the Bargain: which perhaps (nay 
probably) He was for nothing but a 
Capon'd, a Thing nnman'd , could ever 
have been guilty of ſo Sordid, and 
Treacherous a Villany, as to fell,. and 
betray his Maſter, with a Kilsz and af- 
ter That, ſo Cowardly, as to hang him- 
elf in delpair, when he had done. [ 
0 believe, however, what the Church 
fays of him, That He. had a- Carrot 
beard, and a Red Head; bur it may 
be his Beard was burnt, and as he ap- 
pear d to mein Hell, covld! not but 
take him for an Exunuch, which to: deal 
freely, is my Opinion of all the Devils. 
for they have no Hair ; and they are for 
the moſt part wrink/ed, and Baker- 
leg'd. 

Judas was beſet with a Great many 
Money-mongers, and Purſe-bearers, that 
were telling him ſtories of the Pranks 
() 2 the 
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they had play'd, and the Tricks they 
had put upon their Maſters , after his 
Example. Coming up to them, I per- 
ceiv'd that their Puniſhment was like 
that of Titizs, who had a Yaltxr con- 
tinually gnawing upon his Liver; for 
there werea Number of Ravenons Bird: 
perpetually preying upon them, and 
tearing ofi their Fleſhyz which grew 
again as faſt as they devour'd it 3 a De- 
vil in the mean time crying out, and 
the Damn'd filling the whole place with 
Clamour and Horrourz Judas, with his 
Parſe, and his Pot by his fide, bearinga 
large part in the Out-cry, and Torment, 
I had a huge mind (me thought) to 
have'a word or two with J»ds ; and 
ſo I went to him with -this Greeting: 
Thow Perfidious ,  Tmpudent., Impions 
Traytor, (aid I) to ſell thy Lord and 
Maſter at ſo baſe a Price, like an Avari- 
tions Raſcal, It men (ſaid he) were not 
ungrateful; they would rather pity, 
or Commend me, for an Action ſo much 
to their Advantage, and done in Order 
to their Redemption. The Miſery 1s 
Mine, that am to have no part my lelf, 
in the Benefit | have procured to others. 
Some 
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Some Hereticks there are, (I muſt con- 
feſs to my Comfort ) that adore me 
for't. But do you take we for the only 
Jades ? No, no. There have beea 
many fince the Death of my Maſter, 
and there are at this Day,more wicked, 
and ungrateful, Ten thouſand times 
than my ſelf; that buy the Lord of Life, 
as well as ſell him, Scourging and Crus 
cifying him daily with mare Spite, and 
lgnominy than the Jews.

To conclude, I am the only Steward 
that's condemmn'd for Sellingzs All the 
reſt are damin'd for Buying : And mult 
entreat you, tQ have a bettex Opiniov 
of me, for if you'l look but a little 
Jower here, you'l find people a Thous 
fand times worſe than my (elf. With 
Q 7 draw 
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draw then (ſaid I) for I have had talk 
enough with Judas. 

I went down then, ſome few ſteps, 
as Judas directed me3 and There, | 
ſaw a world of Devils upon the March, 
with Rods, and Stirrup-Leathers 1n their 
Hands, laſhing a Company of handſom 
Laſbes , ſtark, naked, and driving them 
out of Hell (which me thought was 
pity, and if I had had ſome cf themina 
Corner, I ſhould have treated them bet- 
ter)with the Stirrup-Leathers,they dilci- 
plin'd a Littey of Bawd-s.l could not ima- 
gine why Theſe, of all qthers, ſhouldbe 
expell'd the place, and askt the Que- 
ſtion. Oh, ſays a Devil, Theſe are our 
Fattreſſes in the world, and the belt we 
have, fo that we fend them back again 
to bring more Griſt to the Mill: And 
indeed, if it were not for Women, Hell 
would be but thinly peopled; tor what with 
the Art, the Beauty, and the Allure- 
ments of the Toune Wenches; and the 
Sage Advice and Counſel of the Bawds, 
they do us very good ſervice, Nay for 
tear avy of our Good Friends ſhould 
tire upon the Rode, they ſend them to 
us on horſe-back, or bring them them- 
{cl ves, 
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ſelves, e'en to the very Gates, leſt they 
ſhould miſs their way, 

Purſuing my journey, Ifaw, a good 
way before me, a large Building, that 
lookt (me thought) like ſome Enchant - 
ed Caſtle, or the PiFure of I Inck: le 
was all ruinous, the Chimneys down, 
the Planchers all to pteces, only the Bars 
of the 174ndows ftanding: The Doors 
all bedawb'd wiih dirt, and patchr up 
vith Barrel beads, where they had been 
broken.

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is our own. [do not find, truly, any 
injuſtice in our Trade; and if it be 
lawful to give every one their own, and 
out of their ownz why are we con- 
demn'd ? We found it anice point, and 
ſent the Wench to Connſel learned in the 
Law, fora reſolution in the Caſe. Her 
mentioning of Thieves made me inquire 
after the Scriveners and Notaries, [sit 
poſſible, (faid I) that you ſhould have 
none of them here ? for 1 do not reamem- 
ber that | have ſeen ſo much as one 
of them upon the wayz and yet [ 
had occaſion for a Scrivener, and made 
a ſearch for one. I do believe indeed 
(quoth the Devil) that you have not 
found any of them upon the Road, 
How then ? (aid I) what, are they all 
ſav'd? No, no (cry'd the Devil) but 
you mult underſtand, that they do 
not foot it hither, as other Mortals; but 
come upon the Wing, in Troops like 
Wild-geeſe, fo that 'tis no wonder you 
ſee none of them upon the way.

lets, Why not (cry'd he) for they are 
but Devils incarnate, and fo damn'dly 
yerſt in the art of tormenting, that we 
live in continnal dread of loſing our pla- 
ces, and that his Infernal Majeſty ſhould 
take theſe Raſcals into his Scrvice. 

| had enough of this, and travelling 
bn, I fawa little way off, a great enclo- 
lure, 
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fure, and a world of Souls ſhut up in't; 
ſome of them weeping and lamenting 
without meaſure, others ina profound 
Glence, And this I undcriiood to be 
the Lovers Quarter, It 1adn'd me to 
conſider, thir Death it {elf could not 
kill the lam<ntations of Lovers. Some 
of them were diſcourſing their paſſions, 
and teazing themſelves with Fears and 
Jealouſies z, caſting all their miſcries up- 
on their appetites and phanſces, that ſtil] 
made the Pi&uare infinitely fairer than 
the Perſon.

So that, 
Hit, or Miſs; All is well at laſt, If you 
enter 1vto a Debate with them about 
their Remedies, They'll tell you, they 
learnt the Myſtery of a certain Jew ; and

At- 
ter him advanced another, Creeping 
upon all four; with a pair of Compaſſes 
betwixt his Teeth; his Spheres and 
Globes about hims his Jscob's ſiaffe 
betore him; and his Fyes upon the 
Stars, as if ke were taking a Height, or 
waking an Obſervation, When ke had 
gazed a while, up he ſtarts of a ſud- 
den, and wringing his Hands, Good 
Lord (lays he) What an Uniucky Dog 
was I!

As Haly, 
Gerard, Bart lemew of Parma, and one 
Jondin; a Familiar Friend, and Com- 
panion of the Great Cornzelins Agrifpe, 
the famous Conjurer : who though he 
had but one Soul, was yet burning in 
fear Bedies, (1 mean the four Damnabl: 
Books 
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Books he left behind him.) There was 
Trithemins too, with his Polygraphy, 
and Sterography : that had Devils now, 
his Be/y-ful, though in his Life time his 
Complaint was, that He could never 
have enough of their Company ; Over 
againſt him was Cardan; but they 
could not ſet their horſes together , be- 
cauſe of an old Quarrel; whether was 
the more Impudent of the Two. And 
there [ ſaw Mifaldus, tearing his Beard, 
in. Rage, to find himſelf Pump't dry; 
and that he could not fool on, to the 
End of the Chapter. Theophraſins was 
there too, -bewailing himſelf for the 
Time he had ſpent at the Alchymiſte 
Bellows, There was alſo the Unknown 
Author of Clavicula Solomonis, and 
The Hundred Kings of Spirits; with 
the Compoler of the Book, Adverſns 
Ommia pericula Mundi, Tayſnerus too, 
with his Book of Phyſcogwomy, and Chi- 
romancy; and He was doubly puniſh, 
firſt for the Fool he was; and then for 
#oſe he had made. Though to give the 
Man his Due, He knew himſelf to be 
a Cheat, and that he that gives a Judg- 


ment upon the Lines of a Face, takes 
but 
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but a very uncertain aim. There were 
Magicians, Necromancers, Sorcerers, and 
Enchanters innumerable, befide divers 


private Boxes that were kept for Lords 


and Ladiesz and other Perſonages of 
great quality, that put their truſt in 
theſe Diſciples of the Devil, and go to 
Strand- Bridge or Billeter-Lane, for reſo- 
lation in caſes of Death, Love, or Mar- 
riage, and now and then to recover a 
Gold Watch or a Pearl Neck:lace. 

Not far from theſe, were a company 
of handſom Women, that were tor- 
mented in the quality of Witches ; 
which griev'd my very heart to fee it : 
but to comfort me, What ? (ſays a De- 
vil) Have you fo ſobn forgot the rogue- 
ry of theſe Carrions ? Have you not 
had tryal enough yet of them? they 
are the vety poyſon of life, and the on- 
ly dangerous Mo2icians that corrupt all 
our ſenſes, and diſturb the faculties of 
your foul ; theſe arc they that couſen 
your Fyes with falſe appearances, and let 
up your wil/s m oppolition to your Ur- 
derſtanding and Keaſot, *Tis right,ſaid 
I, and now you mind me of ir, I do 
very well remember, that I bave found 
them 
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them ſo; but let's go. on and (ſte tlic 


rel, 

I- was ſcarce gone three ſteps turther, 
but I was got into ſo hideous a dark 
place, that it was e en a mercy we knew 
where we were. There was fir\t at the 
eutrance, Divine Juſtice , which was 
molt dreadful to behold ; and a little 
beyond ſtood Vice, with a countenance 
oft the higheſt pride and inſoleace ima- 
ginable : There was Ingratitude, Ma 
lice, Ignorance, obſtinate and incorrigi- 
ble Infidelity, brutiſh and head-ſtrong Diſ- 
obedience, raſh and imperious Blaſphemy, 
with Garments dipt in Bloyd, Eyes ſpark: 
ling, and a hundred pair of Chops,barking 
at, Providence , and vomiting rage and 
poyſon. | went in (l confeſs). with fear 
and trembling, and there 1 ſaw all the 
Sets of Idolaters and Hereticks, that 
ever yet appeared upon the ſtage of the 
Univerſe : And at their feet, in a glori- 
ous array, was laſcivious Barbara, ſecond 
Wife to the Emperor Sigiſmund, and the 
Queen of Harlots : One that agreed with 
MeſSalina in This, that Virginity. was 
both a barden, and a folly ; and that in 
her whole life ſhe was never exher 
| wearie! 
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.wearied or ſatisfy'd; but herein ſhe 
went beyond her; in that ſhe held the 
:ortality as well of the Soul as of the 
Boy, but ſhe was now better inftru- 
a), and burnt like a bundle of 
Maiches, 

Piling forward ſtill, I fpy'd a fellow 
Ins corner, all alone, with the flames 
about his ears, onaſhing his teeth, and 
bls/"+1711%g through fury and deſpait. 
I atxt him what he was, and he told nie 
he was Aubomet. Why then (ſaid I) 
tho! art the damn'd({t Reprobate in 
Hell, and haſt brought more Wretches 
h:ther than half the World befide : ant 
Lucifer has done well to allot thee a 
Quarter here by thy ſelf, for certainly 
thou haſt well deſerv'd the firlt place 
in his Dominions. But figce every 
man chules to talk of what he loves, 
I prethee good Tmpoſtor tel] me, What's 
the reaſon that thou halt torbidden 
IWine to all thy Diſciples? Oh (ſays he) 
| have made them to drunk with my 
Alchoras they need no Tipple. But why 
haſt thou forbidden them Swives fleſh 
too? (aid T,) becauſe(lays be) | would 
not aftront the Jembos; tor Water ups 
ON 
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on Gammon, would be falſe Heraldyy, 
And belide I never lov'd my people 
well enough to afford them the plea- 
fure, either of the Grape or the Spare- 
Rib, Nay, and for tear they ſhould 
chance to grope out the way to Heaven, 
I have eſtabltht my power and my Do- 
minion by force of Arms; without 
ſubjecting my Laws to idle diſputes and 
diſcourſes of Reaſon. Indeed there is lit- 
tle of Keaſor in my Precepts,and I would 
have as little in their Obedience. A 
world of Diſciples I have, but I thiok 
they follow,me'more out of Appetite 
.than Religion,or for the Miracles 1 work, 
I allow them Liberty of Conſcience; they 
have as many Women as they pleale, 
and do what they liſt, provided they 
meddle not with the Government. But 
look about ye now, and youl find that 
there are more Knaves than Alahomet. 

I did ſo, and found my {ct preſently

Our Furniture at the beſt 1s but 4

tunes, or paintings, without life, ſenſe, or 
motion : But there, all the pieces were 
animated, and no traſh in the whole 
Inventory, There was hardly any thing 
to be ſeen, but Emperors and Princes, 
with ſome few (perhaps) of their 


choiceſt Nobility and Privados. The | 


firſt Banque was taken up by the Otto 
man Family; and after them fate the 
Roman Emperors, in their order ; and 
the Roman Kings down to Targnin the 
prond; belide Highneſſes, and Graces, 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal innumera- 
ble.

not without an odd medly of Paſſions, 
parily reflecting upon what others en- 
dur'd, and 1n part, upon my own con- 
dition of cal: and happineſs, that had 
deſerv d, perhaps, the contrary as well 
axthey.

y, and Diſſolmtion of their Empire. The 
Dewls fell upon the Damn'd ;, and the 
Dammn'td fel] upon the Devils, without 
knowing one from t'other : and all run- 
ning belter-skelter, to and again, like 
Mad ; for in fine, it wasno other than a 
veneral Revolt, T his Harly- Burly laſted 
a good while, before any Mc ttal could 
imagine the meaning of it; but at Jeagth 
there came certain Intelligence of a 


Aonſirow Talker; A Pragmatical, Medling 
Under- 
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Undertaker , and an old Bawd of a Gon- 
vernante, that had knockt off their 
Shackles, and made all this Havock : 
Which may give the Keader to Under- 
fland what kind of Cattel theſe are, that 
conld make Hell it ſelf more Dangerous , 
and Vnquiet. 

Lucifer, in the Mean time, went Telp- 
ing up and down, and Bawling , for 
Chains, Hand Cufſes, Bolts, Manacles, 
Shackles, Fetters, to tie up his Pris'ners 
apain 3 When, inthe middle of his Car- 
riere, He and the Batler, or Talker, I 
told ye of, met fill butt; and after a 
little fiaring one Another in the Face, 
upon the Encounter, the Babler open'd. 
Prince mine 3 (fays he) you have a pack 
of Lazy, Droning Devilsin your Domi- 
ions, that look afrer Nothing, but fit 
with their Arms and Legs acroſs, and 
leave all your affairs at Six end Sever, 
And you have divers abroad too, upon 
Commiſſion, that have ſtaid out their 
Time, and yet give you no Accompt of 
their Fmployn'ent. The Gonvernanie, 
who had becn blowing the Coal, and 
Whiſpering Sed:rion from one to ano- 
ther, ch anc'd to paſs by in the Interizr, 
S 2 and 
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and ſtopping ſhort, addreſs'd her ſelfto 
Lucifer : : Look to your ſelf; (the cry'd) 
there is a Deſperate plot upon your Dia- 
bolical Crown, and Dignity. There are 
Two Tyrants in't ; Three Paraſites ;, \ 
world of Phyſitians, and whole Legions 
of Lawyers, and Atturnys. One word 
more in your Far. There 15 2mong 
them, a mungrel Prieſt (a kind of a Lay- 
Elder ) that will go near 10 lit upon your 
Skirts, if you have nut a care of 
him. 

At the very name of Prieſt, and Lay- 
Elder, Lucifer look't as Pale as Death 
ſtood (tone-ſtill; as mute as a Fiſh; 
and in his very looks, diſcover'd hi 
Appreheofions. Aﬀecr a little paule, 
he rous'd himſelf, as out of a Trance; 
\ Prieſt do ye lay 5 a Lay-Flder? 
Tyrarits * Lawyers * Phylnians* A 
Compoſition to poyjon all tbe Devil 
in Hell, a>4 purge their wery Guts 
ont. With thaz, away he went to 
viſit the Avenues, toad ſet his Guard!, 
2nd who thould he meet. next, but the 
Aedler ? 10 3 monlirous hate, and hurry, 
Nay then ( ſays he) here is the Fore- 
runner of Ill Luck. But what's the Mat- 
ter? 
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ter? The Mattcr? cry'd the Medler.; 
And then with a huge deal of tedious, 
and [Impertinent Circumſtance, he up, 
and told him, that a great many of the 
Pamn'd4had Contriv'd an Eſcape ; and 
that there was a Deſign to call in fozr. 
or five Regiments of Hypocrites, and Vſu- 
rers, under colour, forfooth, of Eſta- 
bliſhing a better Hrtelligence betwixt 
Earth and Hell, with a Hundred other 
Fopperiesz and had. gone on till this 
time, if Lacifer would. have found 
Ears. But he had other Fiſh to fry ; for 
Neck and All was now at Stake ; and 
ſo he went abuut his Buſineſs of put» 
ting alt in a poſture, and ſtrengthening:

He gave 
One, a Bow; T' othcr, a Kiſs, Tour moſt 
humble Servant, to a Third, CanT ſerve 
you Sir toa Fourth ; But every Com- 
plement was worle to the poor Crea- 
tures, thanthe Fire it ſelf. Ah Traytor! 
ſays one; For Pity's fake, away with 
this new Tormenter ! cryes another, 
This Fellow is Hell upon Hell, ſays a 
Third, As hetrudg'd on, there wasa 
Rabble of Raſcals got together z and 
in the Middle of the Crowd, a moſt 
Eminent Knight of the Poſt, (a great 
Maſter of his Trade) that was reading 
a LeFure to that Venerable Aſſembly, of 
the Noble Myſtery of Swearing and Ly- 
ing; and would have taught any man 
In one Quarter of an hour, to prove 
any thing upon Oath, that he never 
ſaw, 
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faw, nor heard of in his life, This 
Do@or had no ſooner caſt his Eye upon 
the Intermedler, but up he ſtarted in a 
Fright. How now 2 ſays he; Is that 
Devil here £ 1 came hither on purpoſe 
to avoid him3 and it I could but have 
dream't, hee'd have been in Hell, be- 
yond all Diſpute, I'd have gone my (elt 
to Paradile. 

As He was ſpeaking, we heard a 


great, and a confuled Noiſe of Arms, 


' Blows, and Out-Cryes ; and preſently we 


diſcover'd ſeveral Perſons falling one 
upon Another like lightning; and in 
thort with ſuch a Fury, that 'tis not 
for any Tongue, or Pen to deſcribe the 
Battle.

(that brave Prince, from whom he rc- 
cciv'd as well his Hon wr , as his Be- 
ing) I told him ſrankly what I 
thought of that Ingratitnude, and Ya- 
nily, and defired him to treat his 
* Dead 
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* Dead Father with more Reverence, 
' as a Prince Worthy of Eternal Ho- 
* nour, and Reſpect. This Commenda- 


* tion of Philip, fo enflam'd him, that 


* preſently he took*a Partiſan and 
* ſtruck me Dead in the place with his 
* own Hand. Aﬀter this ; pray e where 
' was his Divinity, when he gave Ab46- 
' fominus , (a poor Garden-Weeder) 
' the Kingdom of Sidomia: Which 
* was not, as the World would have it, 
* out of any Conſideration of his Vir- 
* tue, but to Mortifie, and take down 
"the Vride, and Inſolence of the Pey- 
* fans, Meeting him here juſt now in 
* Hel}, I aſkt hin what was become of 
' bis Father Jupiter now ; that he Jay 
* fo long by't; and whether he were 
* not yet convinc'd that all his Flatte= 
* rers were a Company of Raſcals, who 
* withtheir Incenſe, and A/tars, would 
* perſwade him that He was of Divine 
' Fxtra&ion, end Hetr apparent to the

canſe of it, You ind now (lays $4- 
tan) that Tyrents will ſhew their people 
many a Dog-trick,, when the humour 
takes them. The good, they hate, for 
not being wicked ; and the bad, becauſe 
they are no worſe, How inany Favor: 
rites have you ever ſceo come to a fair 
and timely end £ Remewber the Emblem 
of the &por:ge, and that's the uſe that 
Princes make of their Favourites : they 
let them ſuck, and fill; and then ſqueezs 
there for their own profit, 

At that word there was heard a la- 
mentable cry, and at the ſame time a 
venerable old man, as paic as if he had 
no bloud in his veins, came up to L«- 
cifer, and told him, that his Emblem of 
the Sponge came very pat to his Caſe 
tor 
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For (fayshe) 1 was a great Favourite, 
and a great Hordar of Treaſure : a Spa- 
niard by birth, the Tutor aud Confident 


| of Nero; and my name 75 Seneca. In- 


deed bis hoxyyrties were to exceſs, he gave 
me without ashing, and intaking I was 
rever covetous but obedient. It 2s int 
the nature of Princes, and it befits their 
quality, to be liberal where tiiey take 
a liking. both of Horour and Fortunes © 
and 'tis hard for a Subjed to refuſe, with» 
out ſome refleFion upon the generoſity or 
diſcretion of his Maſter. For 'tis not 
the Merit, or Modeſiy of the Vaſſal, but 
the Glory of the Prance that is in queſtt- 
on: and he is the beſt Subje@F, that con» 
tbutes the moſt tothe &plerdor, and 
Reputation of his Sovereign, Nero indeed: 
gave me as much as ſuch a Princecou}d 
beſtow 3 and | manag'd his Liberalitics 
with all the moderation imaginable : 
yet all roo little, to preſerve me from 
the ſtrokes of envious and malicious 
tongues z which would have it, that my 
philojophizing upon the contempt of the 
World, was nothing elle but a meer in7- 
poſixre, that with leſs danger and motice 
[might feed and entertain my Avarice. 
Ly aad 
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2 nd with the fewer Competitors. Find- 


wo my credit with my Maſter decli- 
ning, it ſtood me upon to provide ſome 
Way or other for my quiet, and to with- 
draw my ſelf from being the mark of 
a publick envy. So I went direGtly to 
Nero, and with all poſſible reſpect and 
humility made him a Preſent back again 
of his own bounties. The truth is, I had 
ſo great a paſſron for his ſervice, that 
Deither the ſeverity of his Nature, nor 
the debanchery of his Manners could 
ever deter me from exhorting him to 
nobler courſes, and payipg him all the 
duties of a Loyal SubjeF. Eſpecially in 
caſcs of cruelty and blond, 1 laid it per- 
p: tually hometo his conſcience, but all 
to little purpoſe ; for he put his Mother 
to death, laid the City of Rome in aſhes, 
and indeed depopulated the Empire of 
boreſt men, And this drew on Piſo's 
Conſviracy . which was better laid thin 
executed : tor upon the diſcovery , the 
prime inſtruments loſt their lives 5 and 
by Divine Providence this Prince was 
preſerv'd, in order (as one would have 
thought) to his repentance and change 
of lite, But upon the itJue, the Conſpi- 
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racy was prevented , and Nero never the 
better. At the ſametime he put Lacan 
to death, only for being a better Poet 
than himſelf. And if he gave me my 
choice what death to die, it was rather 
euelty than pity: for in the very delibe- 
ration which death to chuſe, I fa. all 
evew in the terrour and apprehenſion that 
wade me refuſe the reſt. The election I 
made, was to bleed to death in a Bath,and 
I[finiſht my own diſpatches hither 3 
where tro my further affliction, I have 
again encountred this Infamous Prince, 
ſtudying new cruelties, and inſtructing 
the very Devils themſelves in the Art of 
tormenting. |

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to be ſo eſteem'd, while he makes it his 
buſineſs to cry up the abilities and ju- 
ſtice of his Sovereign - but in the in- 
ſtant that his vanity tranſports him to 
the contrary 3 away with him to the 
dogs, and down with him, tor there's no 
enduring of it. 
* All this (cry'd Sejarns ) does not 
* yet concern me; for though I had in- 
* deed more brains than Tiberizs, yetl 
* fo order'd it, that he had the credit 
* in publick of all my private Advices. 
* And ſo ſenſible he was of my ſervices, 
© that he made me his Partner and 
* Companion in the Empire: he caus'd 
* my Statues to be ereed,and inveſted 
* them with ſacred Priviledges, Let Se- 
* janus Live, was the daily cry of the

* Bur what was the end of all? when

* ry of abarbarousand enraged Multi-

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tude, that drag'd me along the Streets, 
and happy was he that could get a 

iece of my fleſh to carry upon a 
—_—_ point in triumph. And it had 
been well if this inhumane cruelty 
had ſtopt here z but it extended to 
my poor Childres , who, though un- 
concern'd in my crimes, were yet to 
partake in my fate. A Daughter [ had, 
whom the very Law exempted from 
the ſtroke of Juſtice, becauſe of her 
Virginity ; but to clear that ſcruple, 
ſhe was condemn'd firſt to be reviſbt 
by the Hangman, and then to be be- 
headed, and treated as her Father. 
My firſt failing was upon temerity and 
pride : I would out-run my deltinys 
defie Fortune : and for Divine Provi- 
dence | lookt upon it as a ridiculous 
thing. When I was once out of the 
way,l thought doing worſe was fome- 
what in order to being better ; and 
thenl began to fortifie my ſelf by vio- 
lence, againſt craft and malice. Some 
were put to death, others baniſht, till 
in fine, all the Powers of Heaven and 
Earth declar'd themſclves againſt me. 
1 had recourſe to all forts of ill _ 
* Pie; 
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ple, and means. I had my Phyſiciar: 
for poyſoning + my Aſſa(ſans for revenge; 
[ had my falje Witneſſes and corrupt 
Judges; and in truch, what Taitru- 
ments of wickedn-ls had 1 not ? And 
all this not upon choice or inclination 
but purely out of the neceſſity of my 
condition. When ever 1 ihould come 
to fall, I was ſurgto be forſaken both 
of good and bad; and therefore I 
ſhun'd the better ſort , as thoſe that 
would only ſerve to accuſe me 3 but 
the lewd and wicious I frequented, to 
encreale the nuwber of my Complices, 
and make my party the ſtronger, Burt 
aficr all - if Tiberius was a Tyrant, Vie 
[wear he was never fo by my advice : 
But on the contrary ; 1 have ſutter'd 
more from him for plain dealing and 
diſlwading him, than the very ſubjects 
of his ſeverity have commonly ſufter'd 
by him. I know,'tischarg'd upon me, 
that I (tirr'd him up to cruelty, to ren- 
der him odious, and to ingratiate my 
ſelf ro the people. But who was his 


Adviferl pray*e,in this butcherly pro- 
ceeding ayainit mes Oh Lucifer, Lu 
citer! you know very wcll hat ris 
h 
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the praQtice of Tyrants , when they 
do amiſs themſelves, and ſet their peo- 
ple a grunblicg , to lay all the blame 
Cand puniſhment too) upon the In- 
ſtrument ; and hang up the Miniſter 
for the Maſters fault, This is the end 
of all Favorites, cries one; Not a 
halt-penry matter it they were all 
ſerv*'d ſo, ſays another. And every 
Hiſtorian has his ſaying upon this Ca- 
taſtrophe.and furs up a Buoy to warn at- 
ter-ages of the Kock of Conrt-favonry, 
The greatnrſs of a Favorite I muſt 
confeſs, proclaims the greatneſs of his 
Maker; and the Prince that maintains 
what he has once rais'd, does but ju- 
{tifte the prudence of his own choice: 
and when ever he comes to undo what 
he has done, publiſhes himſelf to be 
light and unconſtant, and does as 
goud as declare himfclf (even againſt 
bimfelf) of the Enemics party. 

Up ttept Plantzar then , (Severn his 


Favourite) he that was rofs'd out of a 
Garret Window to make thr people 
(ſport. A condition in the World (fays 
he! was perjr7!y lake that of a Rocket or 
Fiic-work: 4 was carry'd up to 4 Pro- 
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digious Height in a Moment, and all peo- 
ples Eyes were upon me, 4s a Star of the 
firſt Magnitude 3 but my Glory was very 
ſhort-liv'd ; and down I fel! into Obſcu- 
rity, and Aſhes. After him,appear'd a 
number of other Favorites; and all of 
them hearkning to Feliſariws the Favon- 
rite of Juſiizian; who Blind as he was, 
had already knockt twice with his ſtafl, 
and ſhaking his Head, with a weak 
and complaining Voice, defir'd Andi- 
ence; which wasat length granted him, 
Silence commanded ; And he ſaid, as tul- 
lows.

© the Terrour of his Ememies.But a Prin- 
ces Favour,is like Quick-ſulver, Reſtleſs, 
and Slippery, never 80 be fix'd , never 
ſecured. Force it, and it ſpezds it ſelf 
in Fumes : Sublime it, and tis a Mor- 
tal Poyſon. Handle it only and it works 
it ſelf into the very Bones z and all that 
have to do with it, Live and Dye, Pale, 
and Trembling. 

Art thele Words, the whole Band of 
Favorites, (et up aHideous, and a Heavy 
Grone, trembling like Aſpen-leaves, and 
at the ſame time, reciting ſeveral paſla- 
ges out of the Prophet Habbaksk, 
againſt Careleſs and Wicked Governours, 
By which Threatniogs , is given to un- 
derſtand, that #he Almighty, when he 
has a mind to deſiroy a Wicked Ruler, 
does not always puniſh one Potentate by 
Another, and bring his Ends abont by 4 
Tryal of Arms, or the Event of a Battel: 
but many times makes uſe of things the 
210! 
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moſt dbje@, and Vile, to Confound the 
Fanity and Arrogance of the Mighty 
and makes even Worms, Flies, Caterpil- 
lars, and Lice to ſerve him as the Minj- 
fters of dis Terrible Juſtice: Nay, the 
Stone in the Wall, and the Beam in the 
houſe , fball riſe in Judgment againſt 
them. 

This Diſcourſe might have gone fur- 
ther, but that the Company preſently 
parted, to know the Meaning of a ſud- 
den Noiſe and Clatter they heard, that 
half deafn'd the Auditory. And what 
was it at laſt? but a ſcaffle between the 
Gown- men, and the Brothers of the Blade 
And there were Perſons of great Ho- 
nour, and Learning, Toung, and Old, en- 
gag d in the Fray: The Men of War 
were at it daſhing with their Swords, 
and the Gentlemen of the long Robe, 
fencing, ſome with Toſtatus, Others 
with huge Pandeds, that with their old 
Wainſcot Covers, were as good as Bucks 
lers, and would now and then give the 
Foe a Heavy Rebuke, over and above. 
The Combate had certainly been very 
Bloudy , it one of Lutifer's Conſtables

a Drawn Battcl. And with That, one 
of the Combatants, with the beſt face he 
had, faid aloud; If Ye knew (Gentle- 
men) either Vs, or our @uarrel, 
you'd ſay we had reaſon, and perhaps 
ſide with us. Atthat Inſ(tant,there ap- 
pear'd, Domitian, Commodus, Caracalla, 
Phalaris, Heliogabalus, Alcetes, Andro- 
wicus, Buſuris, and Old Oliver, with a 
World of great Perſunages mores which 
when Lxcifer ſaw, he diſpovwd himſelf 
to treat that Majeſtical Appearance, as 
much to their ſatisfaction as was Pofſi- 
ble. Andthen came up a grave Anci- 
ext 9943, with a great Train at his Heels, 
that were all Blowdy, and full of the 
Marks they had receiv'd under the Per- 
{ccution of theſe Tyrants.

And at every laſh, a Voice was heard to

I have 
a pretty faculty in doing good Offices for 
Diſireſſed Ladies, at a time of Need; and 
I make the whole Sex ſcnlible how 
great a Folly, and Madneſs it is to weg- 
lect thoſe ſweet opportunities. Among 
other Secrets, I have found ont a way 10 
eſtabliſh an Office for 1hievery, where the 
Officers ſhall be Thieves and Juſtifie at 
when they have done, Here he ltop t. 
There was a ſhort Silence, and then 
there appear'd another Devil, of about « 
foot and a half long.

Argel of a Crocodile; tarns a Fool into 
a Ph1lo/opher;, and a Dreſſing-Box well 
lind 1: worth twenty thouſand Devils, 
Sg '' there is no temptation like a Pre- 
I 'tuke them trom Top to _— 
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the whole Race of Woman is frail, and | ri 
one Thred of Pearl will do more with \ti 
them than a million of ſine ſtories. a 
Juſt as this Devil made an end, we h 
heard another (norting;and 'twas well he 
did fo, for we had trod upon his belly 
elſe. He was laid hold of, upon ſuſpicion 
that he flept,Dogeſleep, or rather the ſleep 
of a contented Cuckold , that won!d ſpoil 
no ſport where he made none, lam(lays 
he )the Nuns Devil.,and for want of other 
employment I have been three days 
alleep here as you found me. My Ai- 
ſtreſſes are now chuling an Abbeſs, and al- 
ways when they are at that work, I make 
Holy-day : For they are all Devils them- 
ſelves then; There is ſuch Canvaſine, 
Flattering, Importunine, Cajoling, making 
of Parties; and 1n a word ſo general a 
Confuſion , that a Devil among them 
would do more hurt than good, Nay. 
the Ambitions make it a point of Hononr 
upon ſuch an occaſion, to ſhew that 
they can out-wit the Devils. And if ever

At this the whole Aſſembly fell to 
whiſpering and zmttering, and [taring one 
upon another 3 till at laſt Lucifer vbſer- 
ving it, bad them never trouble them- 
ſelves to gueſs who it'might be, but 
fetch Good Fortune to him, kouwn other- 
wiſ: by the name of 2/adarr Proſperity ;

Where's the Folly 
that ſhe has not 1-xprov'd and augrrent- 
ed ? She takes no Counſel, and fears no 
Puniſhment. $he it is that furniſhes wvat- 
ter tor Scandal, experience for Story, 
that entertains the Crxelty of Tyrants, 
and bathes the Execxtioners in Innocent 
Blowd, How many Souls, that hiv'd i#- 
uocent, while they were poor, have fal- 
len into impiety and reprobation, (ſo ſoon. 
as ever they came to drink of the 7n- 
chanted Cup of Proſperity ! Go to then, 
be Qbedient to Her, we charge ye all, 
asto Owr Self « and know, that They 
that ſtand: their ground againſt Proſperity 
are none of your Pruarry. Letthem cen 
alone; for 'tis but time lolt to attempt 
them. Take example from that zmper- 
tinent Devil, that gor leave to temft 
Job; he perſecuted him, begger'd hi ,

Ulcers. Sot that he was! it he had 
underliood his butineſ(s, he would have

him; and to have polteſt him of Health 
and P/ezſures, That's the Tryal 5 and 
how many arc there that when they 
thrive in the world, turn their backs 
upon Heaven, and never fo much as name? 
their Creator 3 but in Oaihs, and they 
too, without thinking on him £ Their 
Diſcourle is att of Jolities, Bingquets , 
Comedies. Purchaſes. 1nd the like. Where- 
a5 the poor vzan has God perpetually both 
in his mouth and heart. . Lord (lays he) 
be mindful of 110. and have mercy Mp 9 
»e, for all my truſt is in thee, Wheretore 
Clays Lacifer, redoubling his accurfed 
clamour ) lee 10 be Publithe forthwith 
(Chrougiout all our Territories, that, 
Ca/amitics, lroubies. and Perſecutions ar? 
PUT Ht rt al Ft nenies:tor {0 Wwe have tound 
them upon Experience; they are the 
Driipenjation s ot Providence, the Bleſſrngs 
oft the Airint. iy, 10 tie ſinner: tor hint 
lt, and thuy that wer them are enrol- 
£1 I ihe Aliltza ot Heauen. 
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of our Government, it 1s our W#'7/ and 
Pleaſure, and we do ſtritly charge and 
command, that our Devils give conſtant 
attendance 11 all Conrts of Judicature ; 
and they are hereby totally diſcharged 
from any further care of little Petty Fog- 
gers, Flatterers, and Envious Perſons, tor 
they are fo well acquainted with Hell 
Kode, that they'l guide one anvther, 
without the heip of a Devil to bring 
them hither. 

Item; We do Ordain and Command 
that no Devil prefune for the future to 
entertain any Confident, but Frefit z for 
That's the Harbinger that provides Þice 
the molt commodions Onarter, even in 
the ſirartesF Conſciences, 

Itrm;, We do Urdain, asa matter of 
great importance to the conſervation of 
vur Empire, that in wliat part loever 
of our Dominivns, the Devil of Poney 
ſhall vouchlate to appear, all other De- 
vils there preſent, ſhall rzje, and with a 
low Reverence, prelent Iim the Chr, in 
token of their ſubmiſſzon to His Porer 
and Authority. 

Item; We do molt expreily Charge 
and Command all our Officers, as well Cz- 
vil as Military, to employ their utmoſt 
£9 Dili- 
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Diligence and Induſtry, tor the eſtabligi- 
ing a General Peace throughout the 
World. For that's the time for wicked- 
neſs tothrive in, and all ſorts of Vices to 
proſper and flouriÞ; as Luxary, Gluttony, 
Jdleneſs, Lying, Slandering. Gaming, and 
Whoring : and ina word, ſin is upon the 
Fncreaſe, and Goodneſs in the Wane, 
Whercas in a (tate of War, men are upon 
the cxerciſe of Valowr*and Fertwe ;, cal- 
ling often upon Heaves, in the morning, 
ſor tear of being Knocks on the Head after 
Dinner : and honeſt men and ations are 
rewarded, 

Item; We do from this time forward 
dil-harge all our Officers and Agents 
whatſoever, from giving themſelves any 
firther rrouble of tempting Men and Wo- 
men to l1ns of Incontinence,for as much as 
we hind upon Experience, that Adultery 
and Fornication will never be left, tillthe 
old Woman ſcratches the ſtool for her back- 
fede. And though there may be ſeveral 
intervals of Repentance, and ſome faint 
Purpoſes of giving it over : yet the Hu- 
mour returns again with the next Tide 
of Blond, 20d Conmpiſcence is as Loyal a 
Subject io us, as any we have in our Dvu- 
ININIONS, 
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Item; In conſideration of the Exem- 
ption aforeſaid, by which means ſeveral 
poor Devils are left without preſent em- 
ployment3 And foraſmuch as there are 
many Merchants and Tradeſmen in Lon- 
don, Paris, Madrid, Amſterdam,evd elſe- 
where, up and down the world, that are 
very charntably diſpos'd to relieve People 
| inwant; eſpecially young Heirs newly at 
| Age, and Spend-Thrifts,that come to bor- 
row money of them: but the times being 
Dead, and little money ſtirring, all they 
can do is to furniſh theems with what the 
Honſe affords 3 and if a hundred pound or 
two in Commodity will do them any good, 
tis at their ſervice (they ſay). This the 
Gallant takes up at an exceſſwve Rate, to 
ſell again immediately for what he can 
get; © the Merchant has his friend to take 
it off wnder-band, at a third part of the ve- 
Ine (which is the way of helping menin 
diſtreſs.) Now ont of a ſingular Reſpe&Z 
to the ſaid Merchants and Tradeſmen, 
and for their better Enconragement z as 
alſo to the end that the Devils aforeſaid 
may not run into lewd Conrſer, for want 
of buſineſi ; We Will and Require that 4 
Legion of the ſaid Devils, ſhall from tim: 
fotime be continually aiding and aljiſting 
Y to

Nature, and jo excellently skill'd in their 
Trade, That they ſjieal away People's 
Hearts ani Souls at the Eyes, and Ears, 
inſenſibly, and draw to themſelves Ado- 
ration, and Reward, 

Item; We do further Order, and 
Command, that all Care poflible be ta- 
ken for the maintaining of Blabs, Infor- 
mers, Incendiaries, and Paraſites 19 all 
Conrts, and Palaces, for thence comes 
Our Harveſt. 

Item; That the Bablers, Tale-Bearers, 
Make-Bates,and Inſtruments of Divorces, 
and Huarrels, be no longer call 'd Fannes, 
but Bc:ilows; mn regard that they draw, 
and [nflame,withont giving any Allay, or 
Refreſhment. Iiggs 
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Ttem: That the Intermedlers be here- 
after call'd, and Reputed the Devils Bo- 
dy-Lice,becanſe they fetch Blond of thoſe 
that feed, and Nouriſh them. 

Lucifer then calting a Soure Look 
over his Shoulder, and ſpying the Go-» 
vernante: I'm of his Mind (quoth he) 
that ſaid, Let God diſpoſe of the Doiieg= 
mas (or Governantes) as he pleaſes; tor 
I'm in no little Trouble, how to diſpoſe of 
theſe Confounded Carrions. Whereupon, 
the Damn'd cry d out with one Voice : 
Oh ! Luciter, let it never be ſaid, that 
it rain'd Doiiegnas in thy Dominions., 
Are we not miſerable enough without this 
new Plague of being batted by Haegs ? 
Ah ! Curſed Luciterz (cry d every one 
to himſelf ) iow them any where . ſo they 
come not near me, And with that, they 
all clapt their Tayls between their Legs, 
and drew in their Horns, for fear of this 
new Torment. Lucifer, inding how the 
Dread of the old Women wrought upon 
the Devils, contented himſclt, at the 
preſent, tolet it paſs only in Terrorem ; 
but withal, he ſwore by the honour of his 
Imperial Crown, and as he beop'd to be 
fav'd, that what Devil, Devils Damme, 
or Reprobate joever, ſhould in time to 
come 
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come be found wanting to his Duty; and 
in the leaſi degree diſobedient to his Lows, 
and Ordinances ; All, and every the ſaid 
Devil, or Devils; their Dams, and Rec- 
probates ſo offenling. ſhould be deliver'd up ' 
to the torture of the Dovegnaz and ty'd 
Muzzle to Muzzle ; ſo to remain 1n Secu- 
Ja Seculorum, withoxt Relief or Appeal ; 
or axy Law, Static, or Uſage to the Con- 
trary Notwithſtanding: Butinthe Mean 
time, Caſt them into that LZry Ditch, 
(fays he) that they may be ready for uſe 
upon any Occaſion. 

Immediately, upon the Pronouncing 
of this Solems Decree, Lucifer retir'd to 
his Cellz The Weather clear'd up 3; and 
the Compazy dijperſt in a jright,at ſo hor- 
rible a Menace, and 10 went about their 
bulinels : When a Voice was heard out 
of the Clouds, as the Voice jof an An»
